Letters to the editor 


April Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred was 
“stellar” 

It wasn't long ago that I dic¬ 
tated a letter to the editor, com¬ 
plimenting you on Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred magazine, which 


was ‘‘getting better and better 
with each issue ” 

That was before I read your 
stellar April 2009 issue: 

1. Cricket GoodalFs edi¬ 
torial, “In Maryland. . . " 
was exactly right and, as she 
implied, enough to make men 
of resolve weep. 


2. The articles concerning 
President Obama's enactment 
of the Stimulus Bill and the 
discussion of Frank Stronach's 
Magna were informative. The 
latter is heartbreaking for 
Marylanders who had counted 
on Stronach for so long and 
now are having to bear the 
brunt of his unformnate mis¬ 
calculations. 

3. Paddy Neilson has been a 
close personal friend since we 
were kids, and the article about 
him was absolutely terrific. He 
has been a great supporter of 
Maryland and Pennsylvania 
timber racing-a rider, an 
owner, a trainer and, above all 
else, marvelously dedicated and 
a bright penny. 

4. Especially interesting for 
me were the “Looking back- 
25 years ago" comments upon 
the passing of Humphrey S. 
Finney. When I was a child 
riding Mr. Ken, he gave me a 


very fine bone-handle bamboo 
pony crop to “hit your pony 
on the poU the next time he 
rears"-rearing having become 
a bad habit of the pony. Years 
later when I read about Finney 
making a sales trip to New 
Zealand, I asked him to keep 
an eye open for a timber horse 
for me. He bought Arthur for 
me in New Zealand (I stiU have 
his marvelous letter in which 
he comments that he's “not 
sure how weU the horse jumps 
timber but I saw him jump a 
four-foot barbed wire fence" in 
my file). I rode Arthur to win 
the 1964 Western Run Plate, 
known as the “Little Grand 
National," which at that time 
was the same race as the big 
Grand National minus one 
fence and another one shghtly 
lowered. 

Keep up the good work!

MID-ATLANTIC REPORT 


JANET ELLIOT, *BEN NEVIS II NAMED 
TO RACING HALL OF FAME 



P ennsylvania-based steeple¬ 
chase trainer Janet Elliot, 
and *Ben Nevis II, who 
won the 1980 English Grand 
National for the Stewart and 
Fenwick families of Maryland, 
are among the six humans and 
horses elected to the National 
Museum of Racing's HaU of 
Fame in 2009. 

Other honorees are trainer 
Bob Baffert, jockey Eddie 
Maple and the horses Silverbul- 
letday and TEnow 

The induction ceremony, 
which is free and open to 
the pubhc, will take place on 
August 14 at the Fasig-Tipton 
sales pavihon in Saratoga 
Springs, N.Y 


Elliot, the second woman 
elected (jockey Juke Krone was 
the first in 2000) and the HaU 
of Fame's first female trainer, 
was born in Cobh in County 
Cork, Ireland, and moved to 
the U.S. in 1968 to work for the 
late Betty Bird. After also work¬ 
ing for HaU of Fame trainer 
Jonathan Sheppard for nearly 
a decade, she opened her own 
pubUc stable in 1979. Flliotwon 
the inaugural running of the 
Breeders' Cup Steeplechase in 
1986 with Census, and trained 
three champions - Correggio 
(Ire) in 1996 and Flat Top in 
1998 and 2002. 

In 1991, EUiot led the stee¬ 
plechase standings in wins and

earnings, ending Sheppard's 
18-year reign as the leading 
trainer. She is the first woman 
to win a national training title. 
She ranks third in career earn¬ 
ings by a steeplechase trainer. 

ElUot, 60, was stunned by 
the news of her election. 

“I've been elected to the 
HaU of Fame? Not just nomi¬ 
nated?" she said. “Oh, my God. 
How exciting. It's an honor I 
never expected. I don't know 
what to say." 

After a couple of seconds 
of reflection, ElUot found 
more words to describe her 
feeUngs. 

“That's extremely exciting," 
she said. “I feel incredibly hon¬ 
ored. Wow." 

*Ben Nevis II, a 1968 foal, 
was bred in Great Britain and 
was racing there when he was 
purchased and brought to 
the U.S. by the late Redmond 
Stewart Jr. Stewart turned 
the unruly gelding over to his 
daughter Ann and her then- 
husband, Charles Fenwick Jr. 


With both Fenwicks train¬ 
ing and CharUe Fenwick riding, 
*Ben Nevis II found success 
and won the 1977 and 1978 
runnings of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup, considered the world's 
toughest timber contest. 

In 1979, *Ben Nevis II was 
sent to England to compete 
in Ain tree's Grand National, 
the world's most prestigious 
steeplechase event. He feU dur¬ 
ing the race, but remrned the 
following year to become just 
the third U.S.-based horse to 
finish first. *Ben Nevis II joins 
the first two American winners. 
Battleship and Jay Trump, in 
the HaU of Fame. 

“Wonderful. That's great 
news," Ann Stewart said. 
“That's so exciting." 

Stewart said the horse was 
a handful. 

“His record tells you how 
successful he was, but it was 
really weird. My dad got him 
because he had friends. When 
we got him, you couldn't even 
put tack on him. He appeared 
to be cra 2 y. I don't know if 
I should say that, but it's the 
truth. Because Dad wouldn't 
give up on him, my husband 
got him in a race and he just 
took off and won easily every 
race he was in. Nobody could 
come close. He was a very big, 
very talented horse."

RCI SETS RULES FOR 
SUSPENDED TRAINERS 


T he Association of Racing 
Commissioners Interna¬ 
tional (RCI) has approved 
changes to existing model rules 
that will crack down on sus¬ 
pended trainers transferring 
horses to family members or 
close associates during their 
time of suspension. 

The change was approved 
by the full RCI membership 
during a meeting in Lexington, 
Ky, on April 23. 

Model rules are provided 
as guidehnes to racing jurisdic¬ 
tions throughout the country; 
in order to take effect, they 
must be approved by the state 
racing commission within that 
jurisdiction. 

Under the revised model 
rule, trainers who have been 
suspended for more than 30 
days are required to notify their 
owners of the suspension and 


may not have any contact with 
their horses or office personnel 
during their time of suspen¬ 
sion. 

The RCI also approved 
model rules revisions related 
to the veterinarian’s Hst, offi¬ 
cial veterinarian duties, traction 
device definition, microchips 
and freeze brands, horseshoe 
inspector duties, transfer of 
ownership, horse registration 
certificates, transfer of claimed 
horses and weight penalties. 

Also during the meeting, 
the model rules committee rec¬ 
ommended a uniform TC02 
testing rule and split sample 
procedure to set the regulatory 
threshold at 37.0 millimoles per 
liter of plasma/serum.

‘‘We hope that Tattoo 
Identification Services will be 
a valuable tool for individuals 


and organizations seeking to 
retire, re-train and find suit¬ 
able homes for Thoroughbred 
race horses when their racing 
careers are over,” said Matt 
luHano, vice-president of regis¬ 
tration services for The Jockey 
Club. “We view this as an 
adjunct to our recently imple¬ 
mented checkoff program, and 
as a service to both the horses 
and the people who care for 
them.” 

On January 1, The Jockey 
Club instituted a voluntary 
checkoff program enabling 


owners and breeders in North 
America to assist the retire¬ 
ment, re-training and adoption 
efforts of the Thoroughbred 
Retirement Foundation and 
Thoroughbred Charities of 
America when they submit 
their foal registration apphca- 
tions.

A new barn on the campus

azines, and with a group of 
other buyers in the 1970s, pur¬ 
chased the Middleburg Training 
Center. 

One of his biggest success 
stories was miUion-dollar earn¬ 
er Cols tar, whom he trained for 
Peggy Steinman. 

Steinman, in turn, was the 
impetus behind the construc¬ 
tion of the new barn at the 
Marion duPont Scott Equine 
Medical Center. 

Fout approved the design 
of the barn, acknowledging 



the benefit of adding space to 
move horses in and out of the 
hospital quickly, thereby free¬ 
ing up space for critical care 
cases and other emergent needs 
within the main hospital. 

The new barn is an open-air 
facihty and includes 12 stalls, a 
nurses’ station and three work 
areas. It will primarily be uti¬ 
lized for elective cases as well 
as a place to house and care for 
outpatients.

BUCK JAKES 



The fun has yet to end for steeplechae star Buck Jakes and Charlie Fenwick. 


S teeplechase star Buck Jakes 
offers proof that age is a 
state of mind. His owner, 
Charhe Fenwick, believes that 
the general population would 
be well-served by taking a page 
out of the 21 -year-old gelding’s 
book. 

“He has a fantastic outlook 
on Mfe,” Fenwick pointed out. 
“He’s a wonderful personahty, 
and every day he comes out 
saying dt’s a great day. . . I can’t 
wait to be out. . . what are we 
going to do today?’ ” 

Since his retirement in May 
2000, Buck Jakes has spent his 
days as a foxhunter, a treasured 
family member, and a mentor 
to many of the top jumpers in 
the Mid-Atlantic region. 

And while Fenwick has sad¬ 
dled and ridden some of the 
sport’s true superstars in his sto¬ 
ried career-most notably *Ben 
Nevis II, recently voted into 
the Hall of Fame-he relishes 
the opportunity to teU the tale 
of the rangy, flea-bitten gray 
son of Turkoman—^Acharmer 
(by A1 Hattab). 

Bred in Kentucky by Mr. 
and Mrs. Ray Clifton, Buck 
Jakes had spent three seasons 
on the flat and won four races 
by the time Fenwick met him 
early in the summer of 1992. 

Joe Clancy Sr. had seen 
Buck Jakes at Fair Hill Training 
Center and suggested that Fen¬ 
wick venture up to have a look 
at him. 

The horse had only recently 
begun jumping, and his rider 
was popping him over a chicken 
coop, in and out of the woods. 
Fenwick stiU recalls the details. 
“I know exactly the suit I had 
on—a black pinstripe suit—and 
I remember thinking, ‘This is 
not right; this horse can do 
better than this.’ I remember I 
got on him myself, in the suit, 
and made him jump the fence, 
and then I thought, ‘Yeah, this 
is worthwhile.’” That initial 
impression turned out to be a 
supreme understatement. 


Fenwick purchased Buck 
Jakes and then sold him to 
Arcadia Stable, a parmership 
of Andre Brewster, Ike Iglehart 
and Skip Cochran. For the next 
seven and a half years. Buck 
Jakes took his connections on 
a wildly exciting ride. Fenwick 
assigns much of the credit 
for the horse’s b rilli ant suc¬ 
cess to his collaboration with 
Anne Moran, the “choir-sing¬ 
ing mother of three” who was 
most frequently in the irons. 

“Anne is a superb horse¬ 
woman, and soaking wet she’s 
about 110 pounds. I think he 
always liked someone who was 
very light on him, and as far as 
he was concerned, they were 
just the passenger and he was 
going to take care of the pas¬ 
senger.” 

In 46 starts over fences, the 
achievements, headhnes and 
accolades continued to pile up. 

“Without a doubt, the 
toughest timber races in this 
country are the International 


Gold Cup and Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup in the fall, and the 
Virginia Gold Cup, Grand 
National and Maryland Hunt 
Cup in the spring,” Fenwick 
noted. “Jake won four out of 
five of those races, and there’s 
really no other horse that’s 
done that.” 

He won the Maryland Hunt 
Cup twice, setting a course 
record in his first attempt in 
1995 while scoring by a nose 
over Florida Law. In his sec¬ 
ond win in 1997, he bested 
frequent rival Welter Weight 
by four lengths. Also on his 
curriculum vitae are two 
Grand National victories, two 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cups and 
two International Gold Cups. 

“The only one of the big 
five that he didn’t win was the 
Virginia Gold Cup, because he 
was always preoccupied with 
the Maryland Hunt Cup,” Fen¬ 
wick said. 

By the time all was said 
and done. Buck Jakes’s hfetime 


stats were 77-18-10-12 with 
$321,318 in earnings. 

But “retirement” was a mis¬ 
nomer, as the big gray quickly 
settled into a new role as the 
wise sage mtoring Fenwick’s 
young trainees, both equine and 
human. His current protege is 
another Maryland Hunt Cup 
contender. Make Your Own, 
coincidentally another son of 
Turkoman. 

Fenwick smiled as he 
relayed an anecdote about a 
recent schooling session with 
Jake and Make Your Own. 

“Make Your Own was going 
out to work, and before the 
work we go along this fence 
line for half a mile or so just to 
get him ready to sprint up a hill. 
I was on a horse, Amy Siebert 
was on Make Your Own, and 
Connor Hankin was on Buck 
Jakes. He’s a great kid, freshman 
at Gilman, loves to foxhunt. 
His parents, Mike and Anne 
Hankin, own [two-time Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup winner] Bug 
River. Connor is just starting to 
learn about racing, and I hope 
he aspires to be a steeplechase 
jockey. The idea was for the 
three of us to go head-and-head 
along this fence tine. We were 
going along, and Jake was not 
up with us, so I said, ‘Come on, 
get up here—get up here,’ and 
next thing I know here comes 
this big gray horse with his 
mouth wide open, charging past 
us. But order soon returned.” 

As they got back down to 
the bottom of the hiU, Fenwick 
asked Hankin when he was 
born, to which he answered 
“1993.” Fenwick rephed that 
“Buck Jakes has been working 
up this hiU since 1992.” 

“It’s once in a lifetime, I 
think, to have a horse for 17 
years,” Fenwick concluded. 
“But to have him compete at 
the highest levels during that 
time period and then to be a 
meaningful part of your life 
for that length of time. . . well, 
that’s miraculous.”

B aird C. Brittingham, a 
long-prominent owner 
who served as president 
and chairman of the board 
of Delaware Park race track 
in the 1960s and 70s, died on 
March 2. He was 77. 

Mr. Bhttingham grew up in 
Wilmington, Del., and gradu¬ 
ated from Hotchkiss School 
in Lakeville, Conn., where he 
was captain of the football. 


JAMES BERRY SR. 

James R. (Pete) Berry Sr., 
who worked for most of his 
life as a trainer at Charles 
Town, died on February 24. 
He was 80. 

A native of Leesburg, Va., 
and a U.S. Army veteran, Mr. 
Berry was also retired from 
the West Virginia Highway 
Department. 

DONALD FOLK 

Donald Tracy Folk, 86, 
whose Manchester, Md.-based 
C.H. Folk and Son Feeds 
served many horse farms and 
racing stables in Maryland and 
Pennsylvania, died on March 
30. 

Mr. Folk was a partner 
with Donald May in owning 
Thoroughbreds in the late 
1960s and early 70s. 

DR. KEVIN QUINN 

Dr. Michael Kevin Quinn, a 
longtime Maryland owner, died 
on April 24. He was 88. 


soccer, baseball and hockey 
teams. His athletic renown 
reached epic proportions at 
Yale University, where he was 
a star center for four years on 
the football team, as well as 
captain for two years. He was 
nominated for All-American 
three times and had several 
professional offers upon his 
graduation in 1953. 

Mr. Brittingham inherited 
a family business. Lumber 
Industries, in Wilmington, 
Del., which his father founded 
in 1923, and himself estab- 
hshed Brittingham Inc., a 
family portfolio and invest¬ 
ment company. He acquired 
a seat on the New York Stock 
Exchange from his father and 
held it until 2006. 


Although he made his career 
as a physician-practicing gen¬ 
eral medicine in Lutherville/ 
Timonium-horses, and racing, 
were Dr. Quinn’s beloved avo¬ 
cation. 

Born in Ireland, Dr. Quinn 
settled in the U.S. in 1952, fol¬ 
lowing service in the Royal 
Navy. 

His memorable runners 
included 11-time winner First 
Sea Light, whom Dr. Quinn 
co-owned. 

ABRAM SIMOFF 

Abram Sim off, 82, an 
owner/breeder since 1963, 
died on April 26. 

His greatest success came 
with Leo’s Pisces, whom he 
bred and co-owned. Leo’s 
Pisces won the 1973 edition 
of the Louisiana Derby-G2, 
rewarding $2 bettors with a 
$110 payoff. 

For some 25 years Mr. 
Sim off maintained a farm in 
Bedminster, N.J. 


As president of Lumber 
Industries, Mr. Brittingham 
also owned Royal Hawaiian 
Airlines. 

He became president of 
Delaware Park in 1967 and 
chairman of the board in 1975. 
William M. Rickman Sr., who 
purchased the track in 1983, 
later credited Mr. Brittingham 
with being instrumental in 
bringing back the Delaware 
Handicap (now Grade 2), 
which had been moved to 
Saratoga after the 1982 closing 
of Delaware Park. 

Mr. Brittingham had a long 
and successful relationship 
with Maryland trainer King 
Leatherbury.

GERALD TAYLOR 

Gerald E. (Gerry) Taylor, 
a longtime horseman who 
worked at farms and race tracks 
throughout the East, died on 
April 15 at age 77. 

Mr. Taylor began caring for 
horses as a 15-year-old groom 
at Samuel L. Riddle’s legendary 
Glen Riddle Farm, home of 
Man o’ War, and later groomed 
major stakes winner Intent for 
Brookmeade Farm. Intent, win¬ 
ner of the San Juan Capistrano 
Handicap in 1952 and ’53, was 
a grandson of Man o’ War. 

In later years, Mr. Taylor 
managed a Thoroughbred 
farm in upstate New York and 
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CARY T. GRAYSON JR.: 
HORSEMAN AND SCHOLAR 


C ary T. Grayson Jr., scion 
of one of Virginia’s 
most distinguished 
horse-owning families, died 
on March 15, less than a week 
before his 90th birthday. 

Mr. Grayson was the son 
of Rear Admiral Cary T. 
Grayson, who in the late 1920s 
estabhshed Blue Ridge Farm 
in Upperville, Va., which for 
many years ranked among the 
state’s premier Thoroughbred 
breeding establishments. 

Adm. Grayson (a cru¬ 
sader for equine medical 
research and namesake of 
the Grays on-Jockey Club 
Foundation) purchased the 
property that would become 
Blue Ridge from Henry 
Oxnard, one of the leading 
breeders of that era. 

Following Adm. Grayson’s 
death in 1938, the farm 
passed to his wife, Gertrude, 
and later to their three sons: 
Cary Jr., Gordon and William. 
Today it is carried on primar¬ 
ily as a boarding operation 
by the next generation of 
Graysons. 

Cary Grayson Jr., who 
was predeceased by his two 
brothers, had a major role in 

trained Princess Sybil, a winner 
of three stakes, 14 races overall 
and $256,100. Princess Sybil 
raced for Mr. Taylor’s second 
wife, Lucy. 


the operation for many years, 
including during the 1960s 
and ’70s when stallions such 
as Mongo and Quadrangle 
held court at Blue Ridge, along 
with home-grown star Cyane, 
who was sold at the Saratoga 
Yearling sale and returned to 
stand at his birthplace after 
his successful racing career 
for Christiana Stable. 

Mr. Grayson had an illus¬ 
trious career outside of horses. 

A top athlete at his high 
school alma mater, St. Albans 
School in Washington, D.C., 
he graduated from Yale Uni¬ 
versity and served in the 
Marine Corps in the Pacific 
theater during World War II, 
including the Battle of Iwo 
Jim a. He went on to earn a 
Ph.D. from the Geneva 
School of Diplomacy of 
International Relations in 
Geneva, Switzerland, and 
worked for the U.S. State 
Department and Peace Corps 
before establishing Potomac 
Books Inc., which specialized 
in travel guides and directo¬ 
ries of Washington-based 
organizations. 

He was also an accom¬ 
plished historian and writer. 

Based at the Bowie Training 
Center the past decade, Mr. 
Taylor trained primarily for his 
daughter, Kimberly McNaugh- 
ton, and for Walter Crismer.

Maryland’s 
Thoroughbred 
industry again 
at war over 
cross-breed 
simuicastinq 


^ n eace in the valley” settled over the Maryland racing indus- 
try in the spring of 2006, 

I At least that was the term used by then Maryland 
Racing Commission chairman John McDaniel, after all major 
segments of the industry signed a 15-year agreement designed 
to forestall wrangling over such long-standing divisive issues as 
distribution of revenue from simulcasting. 

Sadly the vaUey turned into a batdeground at the racing 
commission’s April 2009 meeting, with talk of war chests and 
scorched earth policy 

The contention, once again, revolves around cross-breed 
simulcasting 

Rosecroft Raceway, the larger of Maryland’s two harness 
tracks located in Oxon Hill in the outskirts of Washington, 

DC., fought for unfettered access to out-of-state simulcasts of 
Thoroughbred races throughout much of the 1990s, but was 


repeatedly thwarted by the racing commission, on the grounds 
that unrestricted cross-breed simulcasting would not be in the 
best interests of Maryland racing. 

Located less than 30 miles from Laurel Park, in a populous 
area, Rosecroft competes for many of the same patrons. And 
Thoroughbred signals make up the bulk of its business. Financial 
compensation for using the Thoroughbred product was a 
matter of basic fairness-and a crucial element in the Maryland 
Thoroughbred industry’s bottom line. 

The issue was resolved, for a time, when Maryland’s 
Thoroughbred industry entered into a revenue sharing agreement 
with Rosecroft, whereby 80 percent of the revenue from all 
Thoroughbred simulcasts was returned to the Thoroughbred 
interests (and divided proportionately among the Maryland 
Jockey Club, Purse Account and Maryland-bred Fund). 

The 15-year agreement superseded that arrangement, and 
called for Rosecroft to pay a flat fee of $5.9 million annually 
for the privilege of simulcasting in-state and out-of-state 
Thoroughbred races. 

A year ago, Rosecroft, ironically owned by a horsemen’s 
group (known as Cloverleaf Enterprises Inc.) petitioned the 
racing commission for permission to stop conducting Live 
racing, saying that its business had faltered to the point where 
it could no longer afford the expense of offering a live racing 
product. The commission agreed, and since then Rosecroft has 
operated as an off-track betting faciUty-with drastically reduced 
expenses and a steady income derived primarily from wagering 
on Thoroughbred races. 

Presumably, Rosecroft’s fortunes would improve within a 
couple of years, when revenue from slot machines begins to 
flow into Maryland’s purse accounts and breeders funds. 

But Cloverleaf CEO Kelley Rogers is not waiting around. 

In a curious twist of logic, Rogers blames the Thoroughbred 
industry for ruining Rosecroft’s business (ignoring the fact that 
Thoroughbred simulcasts, for all intents and purposes, are its 
business). 

Rosecroft has not paid any portion of the $5.9 million so 
far in 2009, and Rogers has declared it will not pay. Instead, he 
is building a fund with the money that would have gone to the 
Thoroughbred industry; the fund will be used, as Rogers freely 
admitted to the racing commission, on legal fees and court costs 
needed to fight the Thoroughbred interests. 

The commission, notably unsympathetic to the so-caUed 
plight of the harness industry, responded immediately, voting 6-2 
to shut down the Thoroughbred signals at Rosecroft. It was poor 
timing for the harness guys, as the Kentucky Derby—Rosecroffs 
“biggest day of the year”—was only a few days away. But 
Rogers, as promised, pursued the matter in court and gained an 
injunction that made it possible for Rosecroft to simulcast the 
Derby. 

And so the war continues. As of this writing, the commission 
had not yet had its final say. 

As with any war, both sides are suffering casualties. The 
Thoroughbred industry will recoup some of its losses as a 
number of fans make their way back to Laurel from Rosecroft. 
But taking away the Thoroughbred signal was not a victory for 
our industry, which truly needs the $5.9 million. It would have 
been better if the two sides had found a way to work together in 
what is essentially a very small valley. ^

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VIRGINIA RACING 
INDUSTRY STYMIED 
ON ALL FRONTS 

With little hope for alternative gaming or an 0TB in 
the northern part of the state, and its only race track 
situated in a remote area, the future isn’t promising.

Q uality Road, pride of the 
Virginia breeding indus¬ 
try, was on a straight and 
smooth course for this year’s 
Kentucky Derby-Gl. He had 
won the Florida Derby-Gl and 
Fountain of Youth-G2, and he 
had the talent, pedigree and 
connections to puU off a vic¬ 
tory on May 2 at Churchill 
Downs. But with only a week 
to go, the Edward P. Evans 
homebred was out of the race, 
his quest to become the 135th 
winner of America’s most 
famous horse race derailed by 
a nagging quarter crack. 

For Virginia racing, the 
symbohsm was inescapable. 
Nothing seems to be going 
right. 

Quahty Road could have 
done httle more than put a 
smde on the faces of the state’s 
breeders and owners and, per¬ 
haps, given the industry a little 
shot in the arm. But those are 
the sorts of things the state 
needs right now —pleasant 
diversions amid tough times 
that have people concerned 
that Virginia racing is on a path 
to nowhere. 


‘‘It’s not a rosy picture,” said 
Virginia-based breeder Donna 
Rogers. “You have a small rac¬ 
ing state with only a handful of 
racing dates and no form of 
alternative gaming. That makes 
things very hard.” 

That’s not to say that 
Virginia has nothing going for 
it. Colonial Downs is a nice 
facility with arguably the best 
turf course in the country, and 
Virginians are known to be 
passionate about horses. It’s 
more a matter of what Virginia 
doesn’t have. It doesn’t have 
slot machines, or an off-track 
betting network that covers 
the most populous areas of 
the state, year-round racing or 
anything close to it, a healthy 
breeding industry or many 
influential politicians sympa¬ 
thetic to the industry’s myriad 
problems. 

The bottom line is a rac¬ 
ing and breeding industry that 
is not only not growing but 
contracting. Realistic solutions? 
No one seems to have any. 

That’s not exactly the way 
Virginians envisioned things in 
1988 when, after decades of 


campaigning and lobbying by 
the state’s racing interests, pari¬ 
mutuel wagering was legali 2 ed. 
In a state with a large popula¬ 
tion, proximity to Washington 
DC., and a healthy breeding 
industry—despite not having 
Thoroughbred racing-Virginia 
had long had many thriving 
farms that produced the likes 
of Kentucky Derby winners 
Reigh Count, Secretariat, Plea¬ 
sant Colony and Sea Hero. The 
possibilities seemed limitless. 

But Virginia racing hasn’t 
lived up to its potential. Colo¬ 
nial Downs, the state’s first and 
only race track, was built in 
New Kent, a small town in the 
southern half of the state, far 
removed from the more popu¬ 
lous areas to the north. Colonial 
opened on September 1, 1997, 
and a crowd in excess of 13,000 
showed up to wimess the debut 
of pari-mumel racing at a flat 
track in Virginia. But with the 
track located in such a remote 
location, both average daily 
attendance and handle were 
alarmingly low. 

“We got off to such a 
bad start that that has had 


a lasting impact on racing in 
Virginia,” said Donna Dennehy, 
the president of the Virginia 
Thoroughbred Association 
(VTA). “It’s such a nice track, 
but it got such bad press in 
the beginning. A lot of people 
were turned off to racing by 
that.” 

Management battled 
through the toughest times 
and did an admirable job find¬ 
ing a niche for Colonial. The 
track was re-invented and has 
had a second hfe as a summer 
meet that features a prepon¬ 
derance of grass racing with 
big fields. Adding to its repu¬ 
tation as a showcase of turf 
runners. Colonial created the 
Grand Slam of Grass in 2005, 
putting together a rich series of 
races that includes the Virginia 
Derby and Colonial Turf Cup 
(both Grade 2). 

Virginia racing was never 
going to approach New York 
or California, but it had found 
its place and had stability. 

“We were running in the fall 
and the fall meets weren’t going 
anywhere,” said Frank Petra- 
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Co!onia! Downs boasts perhaps the best turf course in the country, but the track's remote location limits its appeal to horsemen and fans. 


malo Jr., the executive director 
of the Virginia Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective 
Association (VHBPA). ‘‘We 
switched to running in the 
summer and one of the first 
things we agreed to do was to 
come up with a long range plan 
for Virginia racing. In our con¬ 
tract with Colonial, we set forth 
a five-year plan. We were run¬ 
ning 26 days in the summer 
and our goal was to double the 
number of racing days by dou¬ 
bling the handle. We were going 
along fairly weU.” 

But recent events have 
changed the racing landscape 
in the Mid-Atlantic states and 
Virginia racing has had a hard 
time adapting. The five-year 
plan that Petramalo set forth 
hasn’t come to fruition. Virginia 
racing just doesn’t have the 
money to make it work. 

Racing anywhere, even in 
a place where the track is in a 
remote corner of the state, can 
work as long as enough dollars 
flow in to support large purses. 
Some accomphsh that with 
healthy betting handles; some 
do it with alternative forms 


of gaming. Virginia racing has 
neither. 

The biggest change in horse 
racing since pari-mutuel wager¬ 
ing was legalized in Virginia 
has been the spread of alterna¬ 
tive gaming at race tracks. In 
the Mid-Atlantic region, Penn¬ 
sylvania, Delaware and West 
Virginia have slot machines and 
racing in those states is thriv¬ 
ing. 

Slots would solve many of 
Virginia’s problems, but there 
is httle hope that the state will 
have them any time soon. The 
political climate in Virginia is 
much different than it is in 
states such as Pennsylvania, 
Maryland and Delaware. Vir¬ 
ginia is in the South, where 
conservatives and religious fac¬ 
tions have enough influence to 
keep gambling from expand¬ 
ing. 

“The Speaker of the House 
[Bill Howell] is very conserva¬ 
tive and anti-gaming,” Petra- 
malo said. “As long as he is 
around, it’s never going to 
happen. We have no realistic 
chance of having alternative 
gaming at Colonial Downs.” 


States that don’t have slots 
are put at a distinct disadvan¬ 
tage, and nothing is hurt more 
than the breeding industries. 

In 1991, on the heels of the 
legahzation of racing in the 
state, 747 foals were born in 
Virginia. Seven years later, the 
number was down to 566 and it 
has been declining steadily ever 
since. In 2007, the most recent 
year for which numbers are 
available, only 399 foals were 
born in the state. Fewer than 
50 stallions stand in Virginia (in 
1991, there were 154), most of 
them for a stud fee of $1,500 
or less. 

When a competing state like 
Pennsylvania has far more rac¬ 
ing dates, far more opportuni¬ 
ties for state-bred horses and 
lucrative incentive programs to 
breed in the state, how does a 
place like Virginia compete? 

“People have to look at 
places Hke Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia and Maryland and 
say, ‘Why would we breed in 
Virginia and get a breeder’s 
award of $1,000 when we 
could breed in Maryland and 
get a breeder’s award of $4,000 


and if we bred in Pennsylvania 
we’d get $10,000?’” said Glenn 
Petty, the executive director of 
the VTA. “You breed horses in 
Virginia only because you love 
Virginia and you want to hve 
here. From a business stand¬ 
point, if you have any sense, 
I can’t convince you to work 
for a buck when you could be 
working for four bucks.” 

To encourage breeding in 
the state, a bonus was insti¬ 
tuted last year in which any 
Virginia-bred who picked up a 
check in open company would 
receive a 100 percent bonus 
on any purse money earned. 
The plan worked so well that 
the VTA gave out far more 
than it had planned. This year, 
the bonus will be given only 
to winners and there will be a 
$10,000 cap. The bonus system 
was an attempt to revive the 
breeding industry in the state, 
but Petty worries it won’t be 
nearly enough. He is convinced 
that if things don’t change, the 
Virginia breeding industry 
could all but disappear. 

“We could become a horse 
racing state hke Arkansas,” he 
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said. ‘We could have a nice 
race meet, attract some tour¬ 
ists, have people come in and 
race their horses, but not have 
a breeding industry to speak of. 
In 10 years, thafs what we’re 
looking at. All that could be left 
are the hard core folks who just 
love what they are doing and 
living here. Nobody is coming 
in here new and starting a new 
breeding business.” 

Without slots, Virginia has 
to rely on revenue derived 
from wagering. The best way 
to do that is to have a healthy 
off-track betting system. The 
best way to have a healthy 
off-track betting system is to 
have bricks and mortar OTBs 
spread strategically across the 
state, zeroing in on the larg¬ 
est population centers. But 
Virginia allows OTBs only if 
they are approved by a local 
referendum. AH efforts to get 
a town in northern Virginia to 
approve an OTB have failed. 
Many community leaders are 
concerned about the effects 
an OTB would have on the 
already congested roads in the 
area. More than three million 
Virginians hve in the north¬ 
ern part of the state-nowhere 
near any of the eight Virginia 
OTB locations. 

“It’s just been impossible 
getting an OTB in northern 
Virginia and that has caused 
us real problems,” Petramalo 
said. “I think it could be done, 
but it would be very expen¬ 
sive. You’d have to spend $1 
million, maybe $2 million, to 
finance a campaign to have 
them legalized and that’s an 
expense Colonial hasn’t been 
willing to undertake.” 

The problems haven’t been 
lost on management at Colonial 
Downs, a track that has been, 
at best, treading water finan¬ 
cially. Colonial is owned by 
Jacobs Entertainment Inc., a 
Colorado-based company that 
also owns a handful of small 
casinos. Colonial is its only race 
track. 

In January 2008, Jacobs 
announced that it was putting 
Colonial and the state’s OTBs 
up for sale. 

“Colonial has always been 
an artistic success, and in 
recent years it has experi¬ 
enced economic improvement 


as well,” the company’s CEO 
Jeff Jacobs said in a statement. 
“Unfortunately, we have been 
unable to secure the tools nec¬ 
essary to allow us to grow hve 
racing in Virginia to its full 
potential.” 

Jacobs stiU owns the track 
and there doesn’t seem to be 
anything imminent concerning 
the sale-perhaps no one wants 
to buy it. 

“I looked at Colonial Downs 
in Virginia and they wanted $40 
milhon for that, which is ridicu¬ 


lous because the track is in the 
middle of nowhere,” said the 
wealthy Virginia-born entre¬ 
preneur Halsey Minor, who 
has been trying to buy several 
race tracks. “I’m very mind¬ 
ful of competition for people’s 
time and you cannot build a 
track that is 45 minutes away 
from any cities. Convenience is 
essential.” 

StiU holding on to Colonial, 
the company is hardly acting 
hke an organization that is buU- 
ish on the future of horse rac¬ 
ing in Virginia. 

Colonial Downs conduct¬ 
ed 43 days of hve racing in 
2008, its longest meet ever. But, 
much to the dismay of local 
horsemen, management pro¬ 
posed a 25-day meet in 2009. 
Track management argued that 
a shorter meet is necessary to 


remain profitable and to main¬ 
tain a purse structure in the 
neighborhood of $210,000 a 
day. 

“We thought there would 
be some hmitations on the 
amount of money available in 
the purse account and we want¬ 
ed to maintain our purse levels,” 
track president Ian Stewart said. 
Tf you look, historicaUy, it’s 
very important that the race 
track maintain its financial sta- 
bihty, and hve racing is tremen¬ 
dously expensive. If the track is 


not financiaUy successful there 
won’t be any racing at all.” 

After negotiations with the 
VHBPA, a compromise was 
reached. Colonial wUl run a 
40-day meet in 2009. But man¬ 
agement’s attempt to scale back 
the number of racing days 
doesn’t bode weU for the future 
of Virginia racing. 

When asked if Colonial 
would again make an attempt 
to run a shorter meet, Stewart 
rephed: “I really don’t know. 
There is uncertainty in the 
economy and it’s difficult to 
grow the handle and we don’t 
have the benefit of alternative 
gaming to support the purse 
account or the race track. It’s 
going to be a function of what 
the track can afford and what 
is reahstic. If you look nation¬ 
wide, the only tracks that are 


successful without alternative 
wagering are running boutique 
meets.” 

According to its fihngs 
with the U.S. Securities and 
Exchange Commission, Jacobs 
Entertainment lost $2,035 mil¬ 
lion in 2008 on its operations 
in Virginia, which include the 
OTB parlors. That may not be 
a substantial amount for a large 
and profitable company, but 
Jacobs Entertainment appar¬ 
ently sees few options to turn 
the loss into a profit. When 
issuing a press release propos¬ 
ing the shorter meet, Stewart 
said: “Qeff Jacobs] no longer 
sees a light at the end of the 
tunnel.” 

Petramalo beheves that 
Colonial, if allowed to, would 
run no more than a handful 
of days each year, dates cen¬ 
tered around the Grand Slam 
of Grass races. 

“They’d hke to run their two 
big days of racing a year and 
simulcast the rest of the year,” 
he said. “That’s what would be 
most profitable.” 

Despite the dates squabble, 
few within the Virginia rac¬ 
ing industry have anything 
particularly negative to say 
about the Jacobs company. 
They understand that Jacobs 
Entertainment is in a difficult 
position, trying to run a race 
track in a chmate not condu¬ 
cive to success. But will Jacobs 
Entertainment at some point 
say enough is enough? 

“The Jacobs family’s com¬ 
mitment to this has been sub¬ 
stantial over the last 12 years,” 
Stewart said. “They’ve ridden 
out some pretty tough times. I 
think it’s fair to say no one is 
going to do things indefinitely 
if there are other alternatives 
to realize a greater return on 
the assets. If there were some¬ 
thing else out there. I’m sure 
they’d consider it. The truth 
of the matter is that racing in 
Virginia has to be financially 
rewarding to the people mak¬ 
ing the investment.” 

That’s hardly the kind of 
talk Virginia’s horsemen want 
to hear, but it’s a fair and realis¬ 
tic assessment of the situation. 
The current state of Virginia 
racing is not good and no one 
has a magic wand to make 
things different. What’s ahead? 
No one seems to know. ^ 


“Colonial has always

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BLUE SPRUCE FARM 
BUILT FOR NEW ERA 
IN WEST VIRGINIA

B lue spruce Farm in 
Kearneysville, W.Va., 
is a study in perpetual 
motion. Its owners, Joe and 
Kate Painter, have rarely met a 
task they wouldn’t, or couldn’t, 
take on. Veterinarian, farrier, 
trainer, owner, breeder, sales 
consignor-the Painters keep 
the bases covered. 

When the pair first visited 
the area early in 2000, it took 
no time at all for them to decide 
their fumre awaited them in the 
Shenandoah VaUey. 

‘We were looking for a new 
place to settie and start a fam¬ 
ily,” Joe explained. Kate was 
finishing vet school at Auburn 
University and was perform¬ 
ing her preceptorship with Dr. 
Ian Harrison, then at Valley 
Equine in Charles Town, WVa. 
Harry J. Painter, called Joe, was 
a journeyman farrier with his 
own successful business, and 
had spent time shoeing horses 
for chents in the Middleburg, 
Va., area years before. He was 
convinced after coming up 
to visit his fiancee that the 
Charles Town area was hpe 
with opportunity. 

Settled at first on an eight- 
acre farmette in Summit Point, 
the couple jumped at the 
chance to acquire a 130-acre 
tract on Wiltshire Road. Then 
covered with trees, their home¬ 
stead was literally carved out of 
the heavily wooded copse. 

Joe Painter wouldn’t have 
had it any other way. The 
Huntsville, Ala., native had his 
first job with a veterinarian at 
age 15. That early experience 
and exposure to horses led him 
to his profession. He attended 
the Bob Gurkin School of 
Horseshoeing in Houston, Tex. 
Next came a stint at the Agri- 
Service Farrier School in 
Springfield, Mo., with Don 
Canfield, author of Elements of 
Farrier Science, the text widely 
used by farrier schools for 
many years. Upon completion 
of those studies, he served a 
two-year apprenticeship with 
Canfield. The early 1980s found 
him at 440 Ranch, a Quarter 
Horse farm in Houston, Tex. 

‘We stood 12 stallions and 
bred about 1,200 mares a year 
through the facility. I was a 
blacksmith there and really 
enjoyed it,” he said. Moving on 


to Auburn, he built a reputa¬ 
tion as a specialist with prob¬ 
lem horses, concentrating on 
lameness issues. While his own 
practice was thriving, he also 
served on staff at Auburn 
University’s vet school. 

Kate (whose maiden name 
was Schwegman) grew up in 
Louisville, Ky. A rider since 
childhood, she was active in 
the Covered Bridge Pony Club 
with her Arabian-cross mare, 
Sha 2 i. Now 26, Shazi lives at 
Blue Spruce Farm and over¬ 
sees other aged mares in what 
Kate affectionately calls “the 
old lady field.” Kate’s father, 
a vice-president of operations 
for Kentucky Fried Chicken, 
moved the family to England 
when Kate was 16. 

“He went over there to open 
up the European and Middle 
Eastern markets,” Kate said. “I 
stayed for two years, and my 
parents stayed over there for 
three.” Kate remrned to the US. 
for her undergraduate study at 
the University of Kentucky in 
Lexington before moving on 
to vet school at Auburn, Shazi 
in tow. Her search for a board¬ 
ing facility for her mare led her 
to Joe Painter’s farm, where 
their relationship blossomed. 

“Shazi caused all of this,” 
Joe pointed out. 

The couple was married 
during a trip to Colorado that 
Joe had promised Kate as her 
vet school graduation gift. Joe 
owns a string of mules that 
are leased out to a wilderness 
outfitter under the agreement 
that he can use them once a 
year for his own hunting trips. 
“Although,” he said, “it’s really 
more a sightseeing trip for elk 
rather than hunting.” 

While there, they decided 
to get married. ‘We agreed 
that we were just too busy 
for a big wedding,” he went 
on. “We had just bought the 
farm in Summit Point, and I 
was developing my horseshoe¬ 
ing business. So we got mar¬ 
ried up on the mountain with 
another outfitter serving as our 
minister.” They were also sup¬ 
ported by Dr. Harrison and his 
wife, Ginny, who stood up as 
their best man and matron of 
honor. 

With about as much time for 
a honeymoon as they’d had for 


a wedding, the newlyweds hap¬ 
pily returned to West Virginia 
and the business of building 
their burgeoning farm and 
careers. Kate continued to work 
for Dr. Harrison until the birth 
of their first child, son Liam, in 
December 2001. Shortly there¬ 
after, they acquired the prop¬ 
erty that became their present 
location. It was christened Blue 
Spruce Farm in honor of their 
Colorado nuptials. 

“One of the locals wondered 
if we knew these were actually 
cedar trees,” Joe grinned. Their 
breeding operation was offi¬ 
cially off and running. 

And the running has never 
stopped. A second son. Rowan, 
was born in July 2005. Stallions 
took up residence, and Joe trav¬ 
eled to sales at Keeneland and 
Ocala to begin to assemble the 
Blue Spruce broodmare band. 

“Most of them had a little 
age on them, making them 
affordable,” Kate explained. 
‘Joe would go out and buy 
established producers in an 
effort to prove our stallions, 
most of whom were young 
and starting their careers there. 
We try to get good mares for 
our stallions to give them a 
chance.” 


There are nine horses cur¬ 
rently occupying the stallion 
barn at Blue Spruce. 

Most accomplished is 
Reparations, a 13-year-old son 
of Forty Niner. Out of mul¬ 
tiple Grade 1 winner and top 
broodmare Versailles Treaty 
(by Danzig), he is a half-broth¬ 
er to Saarland and was bred by 
Cynthia Phipps. He is the sire 
of graded stakes-placed Prop 
Me Up, who won or placed 
in a dozen stakes, and Smile 
Samantha, winner of Charles 
Town’s Ruth C. Funkhouser 
Stakes. A 4-year-old filly from 
the Toohghttoquit mare Away 
Rene, Smile Samantha was 
bred by the Painters, is owned 
by them, and is trained by 
Joe, who took out his trainer’s 
license late in the summer of 
2007. Smile Samantha was his 
first starter and has, to date, 
earned $186,300. 

Their Green Dancer stallion 
Green Fee won the 2002 Kelso 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G2 
and earned $494,545. Out of 
Raska, by Rahy, he is a half- 
brother to popular young sire 
Posse. 

Devon Deputy is a grad¬ 
ed stakes-placed earner of 
$263,307, sired by Deputy 
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Blue Spruce’s paddocks, Including this one occupied by broodmares, were carved out of heavily wooded land.

Minister. His dam, Devon 
Diva (by The Minstrel), also 
produced two-time Pacific 
Classic-Gl-winning millionaire 
Tinner’s Way; his second dam is 
champion Devon Ditty (GB). 

The handsome young gray 
horse Fear the Cape (Cape 
Town—^Loose Wire, by Ruri¬ 
tania) is a multiple stakes-placed 
winner of $131,373 and half- 
brother to four stakes winners, 
including graded winners 
Scottish Monk ($688,701) and 
Wire Me Collect ($626,452). 

Rounding out the stud ros¬ 
ter at Blue Spruce are Ball’s 
Bluff, Constant Escort, Jo Jo 
Dancer, One Golf Sierra and 
Pana Brass. 

Each staUion stands for a 
$1,000 fee. But according to 
Joe, ‘A large portion of our 
breedings this year were given 
away. But they have to be qual¬ 
ity mares and must be an A or 
B nick with our stallions, or 
a proven producer. If it’s not 
a good cross or decent mare, 
we don’t approve the breed¬ 
ing. It doesn’t help the mare, 
and it doesn’t help the stal¬ 
lion. We have to work on our 
quality — and I think that’s true 
throughout the industry.” 

The Painters would like to 
see West Virginia develop a 


program to support local stal- 
Hons. 

“Right now,” Joe said, “we 
don’t have a real strong pro¬ 
gram to support our staUions. 
We support our mares real well. 
But the staUions-you can go 
outside the state and breed as 
long as you foal here. When 
you can go to Kentucky and 
breed for a $20,000 to $30,000 
stud fee, and I’ve got a $1,000 
horse here-I can never get 
him proven. It’s really hard to 
get the number of mares to 
him that you need. But we 
would get better stallions if 
we had the support. I can’t go 
buy a stallion for $200,000 to 
$300,000; there’s no way to pay 
for him.” 

Kate continued her hus¬ 
band’s train of thought: “Right 
now we are stiU sending our 
best mares out and proving 
other states’ staUions; we need 
to start proving our own. I can 
take my mare, breed her to a 
Maryland staUion and then foal 
her here, and I’m eUgible for 
the Maryland MiUion and the 
West Virginia Breeders Classics. 
So that makes a whole lot more 
sense. But if I had a staUion 
series here, then I might have 
to start thinking. Well, what 
am I going to do?’” 


Elected secretary of the 
West Virginia Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association (WVTBA) 
in October 2007, Kate has a 
keen interest in seeing a pro¬ 
gram similar to the Maryland 
MiUion in her home state. 

“Our breeders’ association 
would Uke to start with six to 
eight races for West Virginia- 
sired horses. We ran a stakes for 
West Virginia-sired colts [the 
Salerno] on April 18, and the 
filly stakes, the Shy Native, was 
scheduled for May 16.” 

With a barn full of staUions, 
breeding season at Blue Spruce 
is understandably hectic. Kate 
estimates that, on average, 
there are 150 to 200 horses on 
the property during those busy 
months. While the majority of 
the babies deUvered are sired 
by Blue Spruce stock, many 
mares wiU ship in to the farm 
expressly to foal there. Kate’s 
on-site laboratory is a feature 
taken advantage of by many of 
her cUents. 

“The lab is set up so I can do 
some basic bloodwork, cultures 
and chemistries and things that 
we would otherwise need to 
send off. It helps a lot, espe- 
ciaUy if foals have issues and 
we want to know right away 
what is going on with them,” 
she explained.

Forty of the broodmares on 
the farm belong to the Painters. 
Most often, they manage their 
own consignment at Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midiantic's Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale at Timonium, with 
the occasional youngster being 
sent to an Ocala Breeders' Sales 
Company auction. 

As if a routine spring on 
a Thoroughbred nursery isn't 
frenetic enough, the 2009 
breeding season had another 
twist. On March 3, Dr. Kate 
Painter herself was busy giving 
birth. She and Joe welcomed 
their third child when daughter 
Devon was born, much to the 
dehght of older brothers Liam 
and Rowan. 

Just two weeks after Devon's 
arrival, the family moved into a 
new residence on the farm. But 
when asked how one woman 
could possibly maintain such 
a chaotic schedule, Kate sim¬ 
ply smiled and said, “I guess 
I never really think about it!" 
She hastened to point out that 
a great deal of the honor goes 
to her small but dedicated staff 
Their barn foreman, Sandra 
Jersild, has been with them for 
three years. 


A normal morning finds Joe 
on the go with the approxi¬ 
mately 40 horses he currently 
trains. With his six-horse trailer, 
he shuttles two groups of six 
horses to work over the track at 
Charles Town, and then later in 
the morning will take another 
group down to swim at the 
pool located across the road 
from the track. 

West Virginia racing is 
just one more passion the 


Painters share. Kate's diligent 
work in her role as an officer 
of the WVTBA has helped 
to enhance the organi 2 ation's 
record-keeping and informa¬ 
tion systems. The appointment 
of Erich Zimny as Charles 
Town's racing administrator is 
a development that has the pair 
anxiously looking forward. 

The track's 2009 open stakes 
schedule offers a record $2.7 
million available in unresthct-

Home team 
gets a big win 
at Middleburq 


T hree furlongs from the 
finish of the Carohna 
Cup in late March, heavy¬ 
weights Good Night Shirt and 
Preemptive Strike slugged it 
out. 

Favorites going in, they sur¬ 
prised no one by being in con¬ 
tention when the running really 
started. 

But they had company. 

Isti Bee (NZ), whose Amer¬ 
ican form to that point includ¬ 
ed a fall and a fairly dull fifth 
in two 2008 starts, battled the 
stars hke he belonged. He pres¬ 


sured the leaders until the final 
mrn, before fading slightly and 
finishing third. 

The quality start gave the 
New Zealand import some¬ 
thing to build on, as he built 
that effort into a win in the 
$60,000 Temple Gwathmey- 
NSA3 at the Middleburg Spring 
Races at Glenwood Park in 
Middleburg, Va., on April 18. 

Trained by Doug Fout 
for Maggie Bryant, Isti Bee 
dragged seven quality oppo¬ 
nents through the race’s first 
two and one-quarter miles, sav¬ 


ing just enough to hold off 
Dark Equation by a head in 
4:35.20 for the two and a half 
miles over a soft turf course. 

Planets Aligned, the 2008 
Gwathmey winner, finished 
third with Preemptive Strike 
fourth. Of the top open stakes 
horses in circulation, only 
Good Night Shirt skipped the 
Gwathmey. 

Isti Bee (Paddy Young) 
attacked from the start, and 
held a measured advantage on 
Preemptive Strike early. In a con¬ 
trast of styles. Dark Equation 
dropped back to seventh. Still 
in front over the last fence, 
Isti Bee braced for a challenge 
as Planets Aligned advanced 
to second. Preemptive Strike 
retreated and Dark Equation 
kicked hke Bernard Lagat. 

The winner cut around the 
elbow in Glenwood’s stretch, 
leaving the inside open for 
Dark Equation, but led the 
Fout exacta. The victory had an 
old-home feel to it. Fout-the 
president of the Middleburg 
Spring Race Association, clerk 
of the course at Glenwood-is 
as Middleburg as weekend traf¬ 
fic. 


Two races on the day memo- 
riahzed Font’s parents, Paul and 
Eve, and a training flat race 
on the day was sponsored by 
Doug’s Goose Creek Stable. 

Winning at home means a 
httle more. ‘You’ve got to win 
here; I’m good for the rest of 
the year now,” he said. “If I 
didn’t win that race. I’ll teU you 
one thing, I would have been 
down in the dumps for forever. 
I’ve got so many people here, 
so much history here, I do so 
much here, I grew up with all 
these people-I’d rather win a 
race here than anywhere.” 

Isti Bee came to Fout via 
New Zealand bloodstock agent 
Kevin Myers, also the source 
for stakes winners Gliding (NZ) 
and Erin Go Bragh (NZ) among 
others, last year. Originally pur¬ 
chased for Brigadoon Stable, 
the son of Istidaad made his 
American debut in the 2008 
Grand National Hurdle at Far 
HiUs in October, and feU at 
the third fence in Good Night 
Shirt’s romp. 

The competition got easier 
next time, in the Noel Laing 
at Montpeher in November, 
but Isti Bee chased four horses 
home. Part of Brigadoon’s sell- 
off this year, Isti Bee moved to 
Bryant’s string but stayed with 
Fout. 

The 2009 campaign began 
with the Carohna Cup, an 
encouraging effort, and 
ramped up considerably with 
the Gwathmey effort. Fout 
instructed Young to go to the 
front, which made a difference 
and denied Preemptive Strike 
his usual place on the lead. 

“Break sharp, put some 
pressure on the horse, and take 
it from there. Ride my race 
off him,” Young said of his 
plans on how to deal with the 
ultra-competitive rival. “I was 
confident when nobody came 
to me because I could give him 
breathers. I was hstening to the 
brush every time we jumped, so 
I knew they weren’t right up my 
ass but I knew I was always sav¬ 
ing something. He’s not a front¬ 
runner; it just worked. You ride 
the race 10 times, I probably get 
beat nine of them.”

The Bentleys bring 
plenty of credentials to the 
craft. She assisted trainer Ricky 
Hendriks for several seasons 
and he is a former champion 
steeplechase jockey. 

^ Virginia-based trainer 
Juke Gomena doubled on the 
day, picking up an allowance 
hurdle with Dynantonia and a 
maiden claiming hurdle with 
Bethpage Black (via disqualifi¬ 
cation) . 

^ The first three races 
on the day were decided by a 
head. 

ATLANTA’S NEW DAY 

The last Saturday in April 
around Maryland means the 
Maryland Hunt Cup, but the 
rest of steeplechasing got busy 
as well with three other meets 
taking to the turf —at Atianta 
in Kingston, Ga., Foxfield in 
Charlottesville, Va., and the 
Queen’s Cup in Mineral Springs, 
N.C., outside Charlotte.

The 17 races (worth a com¬ 
bined $375,000) attracted 104 
horses, 73 owners, 44 trainers 
and 42 jockeys. 

Atlanta, which moved two 
weeks later in April to avoid 
competition from The Masters, 
Easter and spring break at local 
colleges, featured the $50,000 
Georgia Cup for novice hur¬ 
dlers. The two-mile test lured 
a select field of four, including 
Saratoga 2008 stakes winners 
The Price of Love and Spy in 
the Sky, plus unbeaten maid¬ 
en winners Dictina’s Boy and 
Northern Bay. 

The tiny field assured a slow 
pace, and The Price of Love 
wound up in front—reluctant¬ 
ly-after a waiting game at the 
start. The Bill Pape/Jonathan 
Sheppard gelding maintained 
a short lead as the others tried 
to rate. Spy in the Sky lost his 
jockey with a mistake at the 
third-last, leaving the remain¬ 
ing three in a tussle on the final 
turn. 

The Price of Love and 
Dictina’s Boy, with Northern 
Bay sandwiched between, 
matched strides with the for¬ 
mer two quickly estabhshing 
themselves. Dictina’s Boy stuck 
his head in front at the sec¬ 
ond-last, but a sloppy landing 
there gave the advantage back 
to The Price of Love on the 
inside. Leading his rival 10-1 in 
prior jump starts. The Price of 
Love took the last with a sUm 
lead only to see Dictina’s Boy 
fight back in the final yards to 
produce an ‘‘anybody’s guess” 
photo. 

“We didn’t quite know 
what to expect with the lack 
of pace and a short field,” said 
Sheppard. “Talk about lack of 
pace. They stood still when 
the man said go. He’s a tough 
horse. He’s not a super horse, 
but he’s game; he seems to 
thrive on close finishes. From 
where I was standing, I kind of 
thought we had held on. It was 
great to get one of the novices, 
now that it’s down to just two 
of them this spring.”

prep at Stoneybrook on April 
4 and then the trip to Atlanta. 
The 6-year-old son of Prenup 
and Pape’s Caveat mare Sohtary 
Signal won for the fourth time 
over jumps. 

‘^He’s been a damn good 
horse. It’s going to be a tough 
step up once we get out of the 
novice races, but you kind of 
have to hang around and pick 
your spots,” Sheppard said. 
‘We’ve always quite Hked him. 
He ran well on the flat, just a 
bit one-paced-he’d be right 
there mrning for home and 
stay on.”

Ai 2 puru tripled on the day 
withwins by Rare Bush ($30,000 
allowance hurdle) for Fisher 
and owner Sheila Wilhams 
and Twister Crossing ($20,000 
maiden claiming hurdle) for 
owner Stewart Strawbhdge and 
trainer Sanna Hendriks. 

Rare Bush won twice in 
April, as he also nailed down 
a $25,000 optional claiming 
victory at Stoneybrook (N.C.) 
on April 4 while racing for a 
$25,000 tag. 

^ Sheppard, who won three 
graded stakes on the flat at 
Keeneland during the month, 
continued a strong start to 
his steeplechase year with a 
double at Atlanta as first-time 
starter Lunar Labor won a 
$25,000 maiden. Bred by the 
trainer and Warren Dempsey 
in Pennsylvania, the 4-year-old 
son of Mojave Moon scored 
by two and a half lengths in

Dual Grade 1 winner Mixed 
Up carried nearly $600,000 in 
career earnings into 2009. He 
also brought conditions. The 
10-year-old improved to 2-for- 
2 on the season with an allow¬ 
ance victory at Block House in 
Tryon, N.C, on April 18. 

Restricted to horses who 
had not won $15,000 twice in 
2008 and ’09, the race was gift- 
wrapped for Mixed Up, who 
was winless in 2008 but earned 
$159,215 in 2007 (including a 
score in the Royal Chase-NSAl 
over champion Good Night 
Shirt). Owned by Bill Pape, 
Mixed Up dehvered an easy 
win—settling fourth early and 
taking over at the last fence to 
win by two and one-quarter 
lengths against an overmatched 
group. 

Dubai Sunday (Jpn) fin¬ 
ished second, with Cuse third. 
“The race went exactly the 
way we hoped it would,” said 
Sheppard. “We wanted to get 
an easier spot for him while 
taking advantage of the condi¬ 
tion that he was ehgible for, so 
that’s why we looked at Block 
House. He’s older now, so we 
want to see if we can get a 
few more wins into him over 
lesser company before we have 
to tackle the bigger horses at 
some point down the road.”

Former Preakness 
starter Straight Gin finished 
second with Gather No Moss 
third. Bred in Maryland by 
Alan Anthony, the winner is by 
Valley Crossing, who stood at 
the Bonifaces’ Bonita Farm in 
Darhngton.

Pride continues to win at age 
10. Champion 3-year-old of 
2002, the son of Rock Point 
won a $15,000 claiming hurdle 
at Block House for breeder/ 
owner/trainer Kevin PaUister. 
Ridden by Darren Nagle, the 
winner charged from just off 
the pace to defeat Swimming 
River by a quarter length.

O ffer a million dollars, and 
people take notice. When 
Charles Town announced 
the inaugural running of the 
$500,000 Charles Town Classic, 
with a purse worth up to $1 
milhon, it attracted national 
attention. 

Horsemen from around 
the country nominated high- 
profile runners to the mile 
and an eighth Classic, held on 
the evening of April 18 at the 
six-furlong West Virginia oval. 
The race, the richest ever run 
around three turns, offered a 
tiered purse structure, in which 
|1 million was guaranteed to 
starters who were Grade 1 win¬ 
ners, $750,000 to Grade 2 win¬ 
ners, or $600,000 to winners of 
Grade 3 races. Charles Town’s 
bid to lure big names worked. 

With a field limited to 10 
starters, two Grade 1 winners 
hned up — Nick Zito-trained 
Commentator and Mast Track 
from the California barn of 
Bobby Frankel-three Grade 2 
winners (Dry Martini, Magnum- 
Arg and Zappa) and two 
Grade 3 winners (Ah Day and 
Researcher). Even the powerful 
Darley stable was represented, 
with recent Florida allowance 
winner Ea. Venturing in to 
ride were the likes of Edgar 
Prado, John Velazquex, Javier 
Castellano, David Flores and 
JuHen Leparoux. 

Televised on Horse Racing 
Television, which picked 
up the Charles Town signal 
in March, the Charles Town 
Classic was handicapped by the 
out-of-town press, who were 
eager to concede the race to 
favorite Commentator, Tracy 
Farmer’s two-time Whimey 
Handicap-Gl winner who 
was one of the stars of the 
handicap division in 2008. The 
8-year-old gelding, making his 
first start of the year, had regu¬ 
lar rider Vela 2 que 2 in the irons. 

Meanwhile Researcher, the 
Classic runner with the most 
enviable record at Charles

Town, was somewhat dismissed 
by the national press, as they 
saddled him with the stigma of 
‘‘the local horse.” 

But bettors conceded noth¬ 
ing. Researcher, boasting an 
extraordinary performance in 
his previous start, in which he 
galloped home to win an allow¬ 


ance by 22^4 lengths while set¬ 
ting a new Charles Town track 
record of 1:49.76 for the Classic 
distance, was the second choice 
in the field. 

Researcher proved don’t 
overlook the local horse. 

Biding his time behind the 
pacesetting Commentator 


for the first mile. Researcher, 
guided for the first time by 
Kendrick Carmouche, added to 
his gaudy Charles Town record 
by galloping home to take the 
richest event in Charles Town 
history by two and a quar¬ 
ter lengths. His final time was 
1:49.86, just shy of his track 
mark. He earned a 107 Beyer 
speed figure, the fourth-highest 
in the nation this year at a dis¬ 
tance greater than a mile. 

Owned by Hermen Green¬ 
berg’s Rutledge Farm and 
trained by Charles Town-based 
Jeff Runco, Researcher earned 
$360,000 (in one of his occa¬ 
sional forays outside of West 
Virginia he capmred the Grade 
3 Queens County Handicap 
at Aqueduct last December) 
and upped his career mark to 
$676,809 from 17 starts. It was 
the 10th victory for the son of 
the late Virginia staUion Two 
Smart, along with three sec¬ 
onds and two thirds. In his 11 
starts at Charles Town, he has 
won seven times and finished 
second in three. 
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Russell Road (outside), the only West Virginia-bred in the Blue and Gold Stakes, got Edward Evans’s Spritely, a $480,000 auction yearling, drew off to a daylight victory 

up in the final strides to score by a neck over Bunker Hill. Ju Jitsu Jax (#6) was third. in the Sugar Maple Stakes, completing seven furlongs in a sprightly 1:24.44. 


Ea (trained by Tom Alber- 
trani and ridden by Castellano) 
and Dry Martini (sent out by 
Barclay Tagg with Prado up) 
rallied from far back to get sec¬ 
ond and third. Commentator 
held on to finish fourth, a 
half-length to the better of the 
Stephanie Beattie-trained No 
Advantage. Cahfornia ship¬ 
pers Magnum, Mast Track and 
Zappa followed. Ah Day and 
Delaware River rounded out 
the field. 

Researcher, a 5-year-old 
gelding bred in Virginia by the 
Virginia Tech Foundation Inc., 
is out of the Apalachee mare 
Wild Magnolia. Offered at Vir¬ 
ginia Tech’s Middleburg Agri¬ 
cultural Research and Exten¬ 
sion Center yearling auction, he 
was spotted by Rutiedge Farm 
manager Bob PoweU and pur¬ 
chased for $5,000. 

Runco was confident that 
Researcher was going into the 
race in great form—it remained 
to be seen how he’d handle the 
competition. “We just reaUy 
had a great night,” said the 
trainer after the most lucrative 
win of his career. “The Green¬ 
bergs are great owners, and to 
win a major race against that 
those kind of horses—we’re 
stiU enjoying it. 

“The track did an excellent 
job putting on the race and 
getting the horses to come. I’ve 
never felt such a bu 22 in the air, 
and it was packed. It was just a 
great night all around.” 


Five stakes led up to the 
night’s feature, and the four 
non-res trie ted races drew their 
share of out-of-state entries. 

Second billing of the eve¬ 
ning was the $250,000 Sugar 
Maple Stakes for older fillies 
and mares. The seven-furlong 
test, also limited to 10 start¬ 
ers, attracted a full field, with 
Smile Samantha the only locally 
based runner. 

Favoritism fell to Weathered, 
a New York shipper who won 
two Aqueduct stakes by day¬ 
light margins in her previous 
two starts. The evenly matched 
group also included Grade 2 
stakes winner Cowgirls Don’t 
Cry, a decisive winner at Charles 
Town in her prior start, and 
Choragus, a stakes-placed fiUy 
boasting a sohd record in 
Florida. 

Trainer Todd Pletcher 
sent only two runners for the 
lucrative evening, and placed 
Edward Evans’s 4-year-old filly 
Spritely in the perfect spot. 

A daughter of Touch 
Gold, ridden by John Vela 2 - 
que 2 and sent off at 5.20-1, 
Spritely broke sharply, dueled 
with Cowgirls Don’t Cry early, 
then drew clear to win by three 
and a quarter lengths. Choragus 
edged Weathered for the sec¬ 
ond spot, while Cowgirls Don’t 
Cry faded to fourth. 

Spritely finished in 1:24.44, 
the fastest time for the distance 
on the card. 

A $480,000 Keeneland 
September Yearling, Kentucky- 


bred Spritely (out of the 
Woodman stakes winner Wood 
Sprite) has been third or better 
in 10 of her 11 lifetime starts. 
She was a stakes winner at 3 
when taking the Honey Bee 
Stakes at Meadowlands and 
has four stakes placings. The 
$144,000 winner’s share of the 
Sugar Maple boosted her career 
total to $302,278. 

West Virginia-bred 3-year- 
old Russell Road had won five 
straight at Charles Town, three 
in restricted stakes, before test¬ 
ing the waters outside his home 
state. He proved successful at 
Laurel Park in the Dancing 
Count Stakes, then faced I Want 
Revenge and Mr. Fantasy in 
the Gotham Stakes-G3 in New 
York, and wound up fifth. 

A trip home for the $100,000 
Blue and Gold Stakes was just 
the ticket to get back on track. 
The only state-bred to turn out 
for the seven-furlong event for 
3-year-olds, Russell Road got 
his groove back. 

The shght 2.20-1 choice in 
the field of nine, Russell Road 
was content to track early lead¬ 
ers Ju Jitsu Jax and Bunker 
Hill until being asked by Eric 
Camacho to go on the turn. 

Heading into the stretch 
four-wide, Russell Road bore 
down on Bunker HiU and got 
up in the shadow of the wire 
to win by a neck. It was another 
two and a half lengths back 
to Ju Jitsu Jax. Final time was 
1:24.88. 


Owned by Mark Russell 
and trained by James W Casey, 
Russell Road is the fifth stakes 
horse bred by Robert Lloyd 
out of the sensational pro¬ 
ducer Roberta Grump (by 
Verification). Now boasting a 
record of seven wins from nine 
lifetime starts, Russell Road has 
earned $298,605. 

The $100,000 Webb Snyder 
Stakes for older sprinters 
attracted a field of nine to 2 ip 
four and a half furlongs. 
Getting all the play was Robert 
Cole’s double-barreled entry of 
Place Your Bet and Tater Tutt, 
sent out by Scott Lake at even- 
money. 

Also earning serious consid¬ 
eration was Love’s Strong Hart 
(3.60-1), winner of Charles 
Town’s Potomac Handicap at 
the same distance last Septem¬ 
ber. The 8-year-old gelding’s 
most recent effort was a solid 
allowance score at four and a 
half furlongs, but that was in 
February. 

At a much better price 
(6.40-1) was Trust Or Bust, 
the starter with the most recent 
winning tune-up at the distance 
over the track. The Florida- 
bred son of Trust N Luck, sent 
out by Paul McClelland for his 
Happy Hour Stable, had scored 
by more than eight lengths on 
April 2, which had him primed 
perfectly for his stakes debut. 

The 4-year-old chestnut 
gelding chased the early leaders, 
longshot Hesogoodwithmoney 
and Love’s Strong Hart, and 
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under a heady ride by top 
Charles Town rider Gerald 
Almodovar, got up in the 
final strides to nail the duo. 
The official margin of victory 
was a half length, with a neck 
separating Love’s Strong Hart 
and Hesogoodwithmoney, 
Place Your Bet gained late, 
but was three-quarters of a 
length back in fourth. 

Trust Or Bust negoti¬ 
ated the distance in :50.93, 
less than three-fifths off of 
Outcashem’s track record. 
Since breaking his maiden 
in May 2008 at Calder Race 
Course, Trust Or Bust hasn’t 
been worse than third in his 
six subsequent starts. He has 
earned $92,050 of his lifetime 
total of $132,050 in 2009. 

The $55,000 Opequon 
Handicap for filhes and 
mares, 3 and up, was domi¬ 
nated by Robert Cole’s 
Savethebestforlass, a 7-year- 
old Kentucky-bred daughter

of Crafty Friend who has made 
her career at Charles Town. 
She never looked back in the 
four and a half-furlong test, 
getting her first stakes win by 
a length and a quarter in :51.30 
over multiple stakes winner La 
Chic a Rica, with favorite What 
Time It Is a length farther back 
in third. 

Trained by David Wells and 
guided by regular rider Almo¬ 
dovar, Savethebestforlass had 
won four straight at the dis¬ 
tance before missing by a half- 
length in her start prior to the 


Opequon. Facing seven out- 
of-towners in the field of nine, 
Savethebestforlass was sent off 
at 8.70-1. She paid $19.40. 

The first stakes of the night 
was the fifth race, the $50,000 
Salerno for West Virginia-sired 
runners going seven furlongs. 
Odds-on choice Eastern Dehte 
(by Eastover Court) was never 
much of a factor as James W. 
Casey’s Taylor Mountain Farm 
homebred Henry the Lover, rid¬ 
den by Eric Camacho, showed 
the way from the start and held 
his daylight margin through the 


stretch to win by two lengths 
overBlackhossnamdwhity (by 
Civilisation). Eastern Dehte 
was nearly three lengths back 
in third. 

Henry the Lover, a 4-year- 
old from the first crop of 
Taylor Mountain Farm sire 
Windsor Castle, was his sire’s 
i first stakes winner when he 
I captured the Coin CoUector 
5 Stakes in June 2008. Having 
§ amassed $173,293, he is also 
his multiple graded s takes- 
winning sire’s leading earner. 

The packed stands and 
apron put into question the 
official attendance of 5,911 
that was reported (Charles 
Town doesn’t charge admis¬ 
sion to be able to keep an 
exact count). The total handle 
of $2,211,894 for the 11 -race 
card was beheved to be a 
record for the track. On-track 
handle was $340,355. Ten of 
the 11 races had fields of 
nine or more, and the smaU- 
est field of the night had 
eight starters.

A S the 15-week Laurel Park 
winter meeting conclud¬ 
ed on April 11, familiar 
horsemen carried on. Robert 
Cole and Scott Lake contin¬ 
ued their reign as leading owner 
and trainer, and Jeremy Rose 
won the jockey tide. 

Cole again dominated the 
owner board, winning 25 races 
from 67 starts (a 37 percent 
strike rate); Michael GiU was 


second with 16 winners. Cole 
utih 2 ed a quartet of trainers, 
winning races with Lake, John 
Rigattieri, Howard Wolfendale 
and Stephanie Beattie. 

Cole led the nation’s own¬ 
ers in victories last year with a 
career-best 234 and has finished 
atop the Maryland standings 
each of the past three years. 

Lake saddled 44 winners, 
12 more than second-place 
Rigattieri, for his 16th training 
tide at Laurel and Pimhco this 
decade. 

Rose, who started riding at 
Laurel in 2001, began the meet 
l-for-24 but rallied to finish 
with 50 victories, 10 more than 
runner-up Luis Garcia. Rose 
had plenty of numbers in his 
phone book, hopping on win¬ 
ners for 22 trainers for his first 
Laurel tide since the 2007 win¬ 
ter meet. 


Seven fillies and mares set 
out for the six-furlong Prim- 
onetta Stakes on April 4, and 
two couldn’t be separated at 
the end. Cammy’s Choice and 
Access Fee — shipper versus 
local — batded throughout the 
$50,000 stakes before finishing 
in a dead heat. 

Julian Pimentel rode 
Cammy’s Choice for owner/ 
breeder Charles Murray and 
trainer Edward Lehman; 
Luis Garcia guided Sondra 
and Howard Bender’s home¬ 
bred Access Fee, trained by 
Larry Murray. All Giving fin¬ 
ished third after six furlongs in 
1:09.70. 

was tickled for the dead 
heat, because I would have been 
real depressed if we got beat,” 
Murray said. ‘‘She [Access Fee] 
showed a different dimension- 
she didn’t make the lead and 


went after that other fiUy She 
showed a lot of courage.” 

Cammy’s Choice, based at 
Philadelphia Park, has made a 
good Living shipping to New 
York and taking advantage of 
her state-bred condition. The 
daughter of Take Me Out made 
the Prim one tta her sixth vic¬ 
tory and has earned $233,168 
from 14 starts. 

Where Cammy’s Choice 
ships. Access Fee usually stays 
put. The Maryland-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Menifee has left town 
twice, winning neither time. At 
home, she’s 5-for-6 with two 
stakes wins. She’s the third stakes 
performer out of Bender-bred 
stakes winner Denied Access 
(by Cryptoclearance). 

“The mother had a lot of 
raw talent, but she shouldn’t 
have ever made the races with 
her stifles,” Murray said. “This 
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filly is an amazon—you have to 
move stuff out of the shedrow 
when she walks. She’s always 
had a lot of ability but she’s got 
some issues, terrible feet and 
a funky-looking ankle. She’s a 
nice, nice filly.” 

There were plenty of dis- 
grunded trainers when rain 
started falling at Laurel Park 
before its meet-closing fea¬ 
ture, the Dahlia Stakes. Frannie 
CampiteUi wasn’t one of them. 

CampiteUi put dirt special¬ 
ist All Smiles in the $50,000 
turf stakes and followed The 
Weather Channel. He got 
what he wanted when the race 
washed off the turf and ended 
up with seven starters. Charles 
and Cynthia McGinnes’s home¬ 
bred went off second choice 
and ran like the favorite, closing 
from last to score by a length 
under Jeremy Rose. She fin¬ 
ished the mile in 1:39.12. 

First Ascent rallied for sec¬ 
ond, and British Event took 
third. Favorite JuHa Tuttle, ship¬ 
ping from Gulfstream Park, 
finished fifth. 

All Smiles tried the turf 
once and finished sixth in the 
AH Brandy at Laurel last fall. 
Dirt clearly seems her prefer¬ 
ence, a point she substantiated 
in winning the Nellie Morse in 
January. 

The Dahlia was the sixth win 
in 23 starts for the Maryland- 
bred daughter of Awesome 
Again and the stakes-winning 
Cranberry Muffin (by Shelter 
HalQ, who also produced the 
black-type runner Two Punch 
Gal. 

Chalk up another rapid 

2-year-old winner for the Salz- 
man barn. The Laurel-based 
trainers (John Sr., Tim and 
John Jr.) have conditioned the 
first juvenile winner of the year 
in the state for the eighth time 
this decade. It was John Jr.’s 
turn this year. 

Gator Prowl made quite an 
opening statement in her rac¬ 
ing debut on April 9, break¬ 
ing a 45-year-old track record 
in an 1 HA-length victory. The 
Florida-bred tore through four

and half furlongs in :52.11, 
bre aking the m ark Weigh tm aster 
set in April 1964. 

Salzman, who co-owns the 
winner with Danny Diwer, 
said Gator Prowl is the barn’s 
best filly since sprint sensa¬ 
tion Xtra Heat, trained by his 
father, John Salzman Sr. Gator 
Prowl rocketed to the lead and 
won with httle prompting from 
jockey Jonathan Joyce, paying 
$5. Citi Dispute finished sec¬ 
ond and Maude Onions third 
in the eight-horse field of first¬ 
time starters. 

Salzman found the daughter 
of Roar of the Tiger and the 
Notebook mare Reed and Rite 
where the family hkes to shop, 
the back ring at Timonium in 
September, for a paltry $7,000. 

Michael Trombetta also 
unleashed an impressive first¬ 
time starter when Malibu Joe 
streaked to an eight and a half- 
length win on April 8.

3-year-old took an allowance 
race on April 2 and has won 
both his starts for owner Larry 
Johnson. 


A Kentucky-bred son of 
Speights town. Despite the 
Odds flashed onto the Maryland 
scene with a double-digit debut 
win on March 4, getting six 
furlongs in 1:09.69, one of the 
fastest performances at the dis¬ 
tance during the winter meet. A 
month later, he was less 
emphatic but just as effective. 

Juhan Pimentel placed 
Despite the Odds just off the 
pace, and the gray colt ral¬ 
lied to score by a half-length 
over Fellow Crasher. Purchased 
for $300,000 at Fasig-Tipton 
Midiantic’s May 2-year-olds 
in training sale. Despite the 
Odds completed six furlongs 
in 1:09.86. 

Despite the Odds is out of 
two-time stakes winner Lady 
Aloma and a half-brother to 
two stakes winners. 

Trainer Benny Feliciano and 
owner Brian Dark continued 
to cash in from the claim of 
Norjac, as the 5-year-old won 
his sixth starter allowance race 
since being haltered for $4,000 
at Timonium last summer. 

The Maryland-bred son of 
Peaks and Valleys cruised to a 
five and a half-length win over 
My Privileged. Julian Pimentel 
guided Norjac, the 0.80-1 
favorite, through five and half 
furlongs in 1:04.43 on April 1. 

Bred by Andrew Doyle, 
Norjac improved his career 
mark to 12-for-35, surpassing 
$220,000 in earnings. He fin¬ 
ished third in four stakes earlier 
in his career. 


Sarto produced a bitter¬ 
sweet victory on April 11. The 

4-year-old son of Dixie Union 
and the Cormorant mare La 
Sarto, bred by the late Jimmy 
Moran’s Elk Manor Farm, out¬ 
did five tough allowance rivals.

Jimmy Moran claimed La 
Sarto at Saratoga in 1994; the 
mare ultimately produced 
two-time Group 1 winner and 
Maryland-bred Horse of the 
Year Les Arcs and Maryland 
Juvenile Championship winner 
White Mountain Boy. 

Bowman, Higgins and Small. 
The Maryland triple play struck 
again when Sarah Cataldo 
won her debut on April 1. 

Bredin Maryland by Tom and 
Chris Bowman, Mr. and Mrs. 
Tom Sutton, Milton Higgins 
III and Patricia Chapman (of 
Smarty Jones fame), Sarah 
Cataldo went to the post for 
Higgins and Bowman Stable 
under the tutelage of Richard 
(Dickie) Small. The 3-year-old 
daughter of Smarty Jones took 
the lead leaving the backside 
and rolled to a four-length win 
under Luis Garcia. 

Second choice of seven, 
Sarah Cataldo dominated the 
five and a half-furlong maiden 
special, finishing in 1:06.06 and 
paying $7.60.

Distinguished 92-year-old 
horseman Hal C.B. Clagett 
added to his long list of home¬ 
bred winners on April 9 when 
Silent Jet took a maiden spe¬ 
cial weight under Richard 
Monterrey The Maryland-bred 
daughter of Unbridled Jet ral¬ 
lied from seventh and last to 
win by a length and a quarter 
over Barouchka. Silent Jet, a 
4-year-old filly trained by Karel 
de Ridder, finished seven fur¬ 
longs in 1:25.79. 

Silent Jet regrouped after 
her only poor effort, a sixth 
on March 21, to escape the 
maiden ranks in her seventh 
start. She became the first win¬ 
ner from Silent Valay (by Carni- 
valay), who won or placed in 
15 stakes. 

John Alecci won back-to- 
back races on April 3, strength¬ 
ening his plus-20 percent win 
clip for the year. The owner/ 
trainer won the second race, a 


$7,500 claimer, with Snucks 
to Be You and the third race, 
a $10,000 claimer, with Ilove- 
thenightlife. 

Alecci claimed Snucks to Be 
You as a maiden for $16,000 in 
October and won his second 
race with the 5-year-old son 
of Snuck In. Snucks to Be 
You waltzed to a seven and a 
half-length win over Whiskey 
Liskey, finishing seven furlongs 
in 1:25.62 over the sloppy track 
with Erick Rodriguez aboard. 

Ilovethenightiife won her 
third straight with the half- 
length score going one mile. 
Rodriguez guided the Maryland- 
bred daughter of Disco Rico. 

Tone It Down turned it up 
with his second career victory 
on April 1. Trained by William 
Komlo and owned by M and 
D Stable, Tone It Down, the 
odds-on choice, zipped to the 
lead under Mario Pino and held 
off Bobby and Bob by more 


than a length, finishing the mile 
and a sixteenth allowance in a 
soHd 1:45.54. 

Bred in Kenmcky by Vir¬ 
ginia horsewoman Barbara 
Graham, Tone It Down 
fetched $100,000 at the 2008 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 2-year- 
olds in training sale. By red- 
hot Medagha d’Oro out of 
the Rollicking mare Chattin, 
Tone It Down improved to 
2-for-5. Tone It Down's half- 
sister, graded stakes winner 
Gin Talking, won six stakes, 
including the Maryland Million 
Lassie and Oaks, and was the 
2000 Maryland-bred Horse of 
the Year. 

Last year's Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic 2-year-olds in training 
sale was credited with another 
winner when Michele Sanger's 
No Mesa With Me scored 
for trainer Ann Merryman on 
April 3. 


The Kentucky-bred son 
of Sky Mesa brought $50,000 
last May and became a win¬ 
ner in his second try by hold¬ 
ing off first-time starter Quick 
Delivery, the rallying favorite. 
Under Luis Garcia, No Mesa 
With Me finished six muddy 
furlongs in 1:13.02. 

On April 4, owner/trainer 
Alfredo Velazquez shipped 
Liberty Bridge from his Phila¬ 
delphia Park base to take a 
seven-furlong maiden special in 
1:25.63 with jockey A.C. Cortez. 
A Kentucky-bred by Mr. 
Greeley, Liberty Bridge broke 
through with a two-length 
score over Celtic Red. 

Liberty Bridge made his 
debut at Gowran Parkin Ireland 
last spring, finishing third 
for trainer Tommy Stack. He 
returned to finish third again 
at Tipperary, then hit the side¬ 
lines-and the airport-show¬ 
ing up 10 months later for 
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Velazquez in a $25,000 maiden 
claimer at Penn National. He 
finished third that day and 
secured his maiden win on the 
rise at Laurel. 

Fair Hill-based trainer Pat 
Graham waited all winter for 
the mrf season. Two days after 
Laurel opened its grass course, 
Graham ran his first horse in 
2009, and Crow’s Nest did 
the rest. 

The Ivy DeU Smd home¬ 
bred set the pace and staved 
off A Fleet Prospector and 
Regal Solo, finishing the mile 
in 1:37.88 on April 10. Crow's 


AS MEET OPENS, 
DELAWARE 
PARK ENACTS 
CHANGE FOR 
THE BETTORS 

LINDA DOUGHERTY 


L ast year, veteran rac¬ 
ing administrator John 
Mooney was lured out of 
semi-retirement to tackle sev¬ 
eral pressing issues at Delaware 
Park. Among the tasks: increase 
field sizes, fUl the barn area and 
boost the handle on hve races. 

Mooney became executive 
director of racing last May and 
enacted several changes for the 
2009 meet. He brought aboard 
veteran racing secretary Pat 
Pope from Oaklawn Park and 
determinedly lured horsemen 
from the Arkansas-Louisiana 
circuits, rather than Florida, as 
had been tradition. 

The change in focus paid 
off, as Delaware Park kicked 
off its 2009 season on April 25 
with a full barn area, a 10-race 
card with mostly large fields 
and eager bettors. According 
to Mooney, Delaware's total 


Nest, a Pennsylvania-bred son 
of Mizzen Mast, paid $57.20 
and led a $559.20 exacta and an 
$8,195.20 trifecta. 

Crow's Nest entered off 
a five-race winless streak that 
included two dismal efforts in 
his only two starts in 2008. 
Freshened aU winter, he showed 
unusual speed under veteran 
Mario Pino to win his third race 
from 10 starts. 

Holly Robinson continued 
her sweet run with Take Down 
Two, as the $7,500 claim won 
his second race in three starts 
for the veteran trainer. 


Bred in Maryland by Dickie 
Small and Tom and Chris 
Bowman, Take Down Two 
won a $10,000 claimer at Penn 
National in March by seven 
and a quarter lengths, and han¬ 
dled the class rise to take the 
April 11 allowance race by six 
and a quarter lengths. Owned 
by Pure Racing and ridden by 
Mario Pino, Take Down Two, 
a gelded son of Not For Love, 
finished the mile in 1:38.85 for 
his fourth win in 25 starts. 

Dumbarton Farm's home¬ 
bred Mizen Head came back 
running on April 1, winning a 


five and a half-furlong maid¬ 
en special weight on turf for 
trainer Jimmy Murphy. The 
Maryland-bred daughter of 
Belong to Me had been away 
since August but fired from 
the gate in a field of 11 and 
held sway by three-quarters of 
a length over Gaffney's Grits. 
First-timer Miz Magician was 
third. 

Luis Garcia guided the win¬ 
ner, who stopped the clock in 
1:06.55. Mizen Head, a half- 
sister to Dumbarton's hard¬ 
hitting, 14-race winner Dandy 
Squall, paid $8.80 to win. W 


handle rose 55 percent over 
that of 2008 and on-track han¬ 
dle by more than 30 percent. 
Attendance, he said, exceeded 
10 , 000 . 

‘‘The place really had a 
Delaware Handicap Day-type 
feel to it," Mooney said. 

More importantly, he 
emphasized, of the 90 horses 
entered, only 10 scratched. 
Last year, race-day withdrawals 
crippled the track's abihty to 
present appetizing betting fare 
to handicappers. 

The Delaware stable area 
opened in 2008 with about 
600 horses, Mooney said; this 
year, nearly 1,200. New train¬ 
ers included Cody Autrey, Ron 
Moquett and Michael Stidham, 
all based in the Midwest. 

Purse levels are expected to 
average $200,000 per day for 
the meet, up from $160,000 
last year. 

Mooney also decided to 
drop Sunday racing from the 
Delaware calendar until June 
and July, then again in August 
through the end of the 116-day 
meet, November 7. 

“There were several rea¬ 
sons why we chose this sched¬ 
ule," said Mooney. “We've 
found that our picnic grove 
is the most popular in June 
and July, and so we wanted to 
keep Sunday racing during that 


time. We also found that, in the 
late summer and fall, we were 
up against too many sporting 
events on Sundays, which hurt 
our attendance and handle. 
Also, in August, there is too 
much competition in the Mid- 
Atlantic region for the available 
horse population." 

In terms of handle, Mooney 
said, more was generated on 
Wednesday cards than Sunday. 
Wednesday was to have been 
added to the schedule in May, 
and post time pushed back to 
1:15 p.m. 

Overall, 20 days were 
dropped from last year's 136- 
day meet through an agreement 
between Delaware Park and the 
Delaware Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men's Association (DTHA). 
The track also eliminated all 
overnight stakes (more than $1 
million in purses) and scrapped 
or reduced other stakes for a 
total savings of $2,125 miUion. 
According to Bessie Gruwell, 
DTHA executive director, the 
money will be redistributed 
into overnight purses, helping 
Delaware Park to remain 
regionally competitive. 

The signature event of the 
season, the Delaware Handicap 
Festival of Racing, is sched¬ 
uled for July 18 and 19. The 
$1 million Grade 2 Delaware 
Handicap highlights the week¬ 


end of racing, which will be 
worth $1.8 million in stakes 
purses. 

Mooney called the first two 
days of the meet, April 25 and 
27, very successful and said the 
live racing product was a popu¬ 
lar simulcast signal. 

“Hopefully we can keep 
this early momentum going all 
throughout the meet," he said. 

With a big crowd in the 
stands and in the picnic grove, 
opening day provided some 
exciting contests and rich 
opportunities for new arrivals. 
One such transplant, Oaklawn 
Park-based trainer Wilham 
Bennett, unleashed tightly 
regarded Acting Zippy to a 
decisive score in the $75,000 
Vincent A. Moscarelti Memorial 
Stakes for 3-year-olds and up. 

Longest shot in the nine- 
horse field at 24-1, Acting 
Zippy produced a four-length 
score over the Tim Ritchey- 
trained Secretinteltigence and 
New York invader West Coast 
Flier. Acting Zippy covered six 
furlongs in a very quick 1:08.37 
for jockey David Cohen, who 
rode three winners on the 
card. 

Prior to the MoscareUi, Act¬ 
ing Zippy had finished third, 
beaten a neck, in the $100,000 
Fifth Season Stakes at Oaklawn. 
A 4-year-old gelded son of City 
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Zip, Acting Zippy has won five 
times, and $261,628, from 23 
starts. 

Trainer Michael Mat 2 
brought Helen K. Groves’s 
homebred Encanto from an 
eight-month layoff to win an 
allowance by three and a half 
lengths under Anna Naprav- 
nik. 

Matz has trained several top 
performers for Groves, includ¬ 
ing graded winner Batique 
and Amelia. He is married to 
Groves’s daughter Dorothy. 

Encanto, a 4-year-old son 
of Awesome Again, is out of 
Groves’s Grade 1-winningmare 
Serape (by Fappiano). Serape is 
also the dam of Batique. 

Encanto, previously fourth 
at Saratoga, was well-prepared 
for his 2009 debut. Napravnik 
rated him off pacesetter Mister 
Roy (Arg) until the top of 
the stretch, then turned him 
loose; Encanto drew away as 
he pleased, finishing one mile 
and 70 yards in 1:41.46 for his 
second win in five starts. 

The card kicked off with a 
victory by Marshall Silverman’s 
Wanda Nevada, who left seven 
other 3-year-old filHes groping 
in the maiden special weight. 
A Kentucky-bred daughter of 
Not For Love, Wanda Nevada 
was eight and a quarter lengths 
up on runner-up Silver Clan 


after a six-furlong dash in 
1:09.78. 

Trained by Delaware Park 
veteran Tim Ritchey, Wanda 
Nevada returned $3.80 as 
the favorite. Her rider, Jose 
Caraballo, had won a race on 
six straight opening-day pro¬ 
grams at Delaware before miss¬ 
ing the 2008 curtain-raiser. 

Cody Autrey, a Louisiana- 
based trainer, made his pres¬ 
ence felt immediately when 
Heflin and Driver Racing’s 
Jimmy’s Boy beat eight others 
in the second race. A 9-year- 
old gelding who had previ¬ 
ously started at Fair Grounds 
in March, Jimmy’s Boy dazzled 
the enthusiastic crowd with a 
13-length victory in 1:09.53 for 
six furlongs. David Cohen was 
aboard. 


The fourth event, a maiden 
claimer for fillies and mares, 
3 and up, became a race for 
the Hunters. Pass the Blush, 
Justin Shepherd up, found the 
winner’s circle by defeating 
nine rivals for Dr. FE. (Tuck) 
Hunter and wife Heather, 
who bred and own him. Tuck 
Hunter also trains her. 

A 4-year-old daughter of 
Trust N Luck out of Blush- 
passer (by Runaway Groom), 
Pass the Blush was foaled at 
the Hunters’ Chester County, 
Pa., farm. 

Heather Hunter, whose 
recent knee surgery kept her 
from seeing Pass the Blush’s 
first victory, said the filly’s dam, 
Blushpasser, died a few years 
ago. Blushpasser’s last foal, a 
3-year-old Hold That Tiger 


gelding named Run With the 
Tiger, is training at Fair HiU. 

Pass the Blush, a Keeneland 
yearling buy-back, is a half-sis¬ 
ter to Spridal (by Mutakddim), 
who won multiple races for the 
Hunters. 

J. Larry Jones, a leading 
trainer at Delaware Park since 
arriving here three years ago, 
sent Fox HiU Farms Inc.’s Point 
Lookout to an emphatic victo¬ 
ry in an aUowance on AprU 28. 

The 3-year-old son of 
Medagha d’Oro, sent off the 
favorite after breaking his maid¬ 
en at Oaklawn Park on April 
10, brushed tightly with Zooger 
out of the gate but recovered 
quickly. He seized the lead and 
never relinquished it, widen¬ 
ing his advantage through the 
stretch under Jeremy Rose and 
winning by nearly seven lengths 
in 1:39.11 for the mile. 

Purchased by Fox HiU’s 
Rick Porter for $150,000 at 
the Fasig-Tipton Mtidlantic 
Eastern FaU Yearling sale. Point 
Lookout has won two of three 
starts, earning $51,450. 

Bred in Maryland by 
Bowman and Higgins Stable, 
Thomas Sutton and Anthony 
W Dutrow, Point Lookout is 
out of the graded stakes-win¬ 
ning mare Potomac Bend, by 
Polish Numbers. w 


NO SPEAK-EASY: 
INJURED JONES 
RESUMES RACE 
CALLING AT 
PHILADELPHIA 
PARK

M ore than five weeks 
since he suffered severe 
facial injuries after being 
hit by a puck at a minor-league 
hockey game, announcer Keith 
Jones returned to the mike at 
PhUadelphia Park on AprU 18. 

Jones, public address 
announcer at Philadelphia 
Phantoms games the last 13 
years, underwent surgery for a 
broken jaw, got 58 stitches in 
and around his lower tip and 
lost three teeth as a result of 
the mishap. 


“I dare say it has been quite 
an ordeal, and I’m stiU far from 
seeing the end of it,” said Jones. 
“I StiU have a lot of wires in 
my mouth, which wUl need 
to come out, and then dental 
work to repair my teeth. But, 
for the most part. I’m pretty 
good.” 

Jones said he was sitting in 
his accustomed spot at rink 
level, center ice, at the soon-to- 
be-imploded Spectrum March 
11, when an errant puck shot 
into his box and struck him in 


the lower right corner of the 
mouth. 

‘d knew pretty much imme¬ 
diately I was in trouble,” he 
said. ‘‘My tooth was lying on 
the table in front of me, and 
blood was everywhere. They 
stitched me up in the medical 
room at the Spectrum before 
transporting me by ambulance 
to Cooper Medical Center 
in Camden, N.J., where they 
operated on my jaw the next 
day. Even though you know 
what they are going to do to 
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you, I can’t tell you the shock 
that comes over you when you 
awake from the anesthesia and 
your mouth is locked shut.” 

Jones spent five weeks on 
a hquid diet while his jaw was 
wired closed. 

Known for his call of 
‘‘Hello r when a longshot wins, 
Jones has announced races at 
Philadelphia Park for 23 years. 

Two runners by champion 
Smarty Jones found the win¬ 
ner’s circle on April 11, a very 
rainy and sloppy afternoon at 
the Bensalem oval. 

It was “Team Smarty” aU 
over again as Ritzy Jones, a 
3-year-old colt conditioned by 
Smarty’s former trainer, John 
Servis, co-bred by Sm arty’s 
owner, Pat Chapman, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Leverett Miller and 
ridden by Sm arty’s regular pilot, 
Stewart Elliott, skipped home 
six lengths in front of five rivals 


to break his maiden in the six- 
furlong contest. He was timed 
in 1:10.94 over a sloppy track. 

Co-owned by Chapman and 
Robert Clay, Ritzy Jones was a 
$350,000 weanling purchase at 
the 2006 Keeneland November 
sale. Out of the Darn That 
Alarm mare So Ritzy, Ritzy 
Jones is a half-brother to mul¬ 
tiple Grade 1-winning million¬ 
aire Silver Wagon and multiple 
stakes winner Rehoboth. 

Three races later. Me You 
and Her captured a starter 
allowance for horses who had 
run for a claiming price of 
$12,500 or less and hadn’t won 
two races. 

Trainer Ed Auwarter, replac¬ 
ing the suspended Jayne Vaders, 
sent Me You and Her to an easy 
victory at one mile, 70 yards, 
for owners William Hopkins 
and Bruno ManeUo. Ridden by 
Anthony Salgado, the 3-year- 


old fiUy took command with a 
half mile remaining and drew 
off to a six and three-quarter- 
length tally over Go Glory Go 
in 1:44.79. 

Bred by Alain and Gerard 
Wertheimer in Kenmcky, Me 
You and Her is out of the 
Deputy Minister mare Toi Et 
Moi, a half-sister to Grade 1 
winners You and I and Chaposa 
Springs. 

Ted and Robin Stepanoff’s 
Golden Oak Farm has had 
much success the last few sea¬ 
sons with homebred Jet Away 
Jane, who won five stakes, 
placed in six others, and earned 
more than $500,000. 

By Unbridled Jet, Jet Away 
Jane is out of the Stepanoffs’ 
broodmare Mints First Star, 
whom they raced. Mints First 
Star is out of Ack’s First Step, 
the first Thoroughbred Robin 
owned. 


The Stepanoffs have bred a 
number of other winners, 
including Wild Cat Mesa. 

A 4-year-old gelded son of 
Sky Mesa, Wild Cat Mesa won 
a six and half-furlong allow¬ 
ance on April 11 by more than 
five lengths over Just a Touch. 
Roberto Alvarado Jr. rode the 
winner in 1:17.10. 

The victory was the fourth 
from 12 hfetime starts for Wild 
Cat Mesa, owned by Old Coach 
Farm and John D. Murphy and 
trained by Michael Gorham. 
He’s won $134,922. 

The Stepanoffs purchased 
Wild Cat Mesa’s dam. Critical 
Factor, privately in foal to Tiz- 
now. The Star de Naskra mare 
had shown her quality on the 
track when finishing third in 
the 1996 Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
FiUies-Gl. 

“We were looking for a 
quality broodmare, something 
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that could produce foals we 
could sellRobin said. 

The Tiznow foal, a filly 
named Ti 2 wow, was injured as 
a yearhng and not sold by the 
Stepanoffs. Instead they kept 
her to race, and sent her to 
trainer Rebecca Maker in the 
Midwest. Tizwow hit the board 
in each of her four outings, but 
suffered a slab fracture of the 
knee at Arlington Park her last 
time out, developed laminitis 
and was destroyed. 

Critical Factor’s next foal, 
the Johannesburg colt Win 
Hands Down, earned more 
than $165,000 racing in Japan. 
Then came Wild Cat Mesa, 
whom the Stepanoffs sold for 
$77,000 as a yearling at the 2006 
Keeneland September sale. 

Critical Factor is bred to 
Kentucky sires and brought 


back to Golden Oak Farm in 
Oley, Pa., to foal. Robin, who 
handles the foahngs, said Wild 
Cat Mesa was ‘Very full of 
himself” as a baby. 

“He was the only colt that 
year, and he had a look at me’ 
attitude,” she recalled. “One 
incident that I remember is 
that on a particularly windy day, 
the gate to his paddock blew 
open, and he got out. Luckily, 
my husband, Ted, was able to 
catch him before he could hurt 
himself.” 

Critical Factor produced a 
Roman Ruler colt in March and 
was to be bred back to Grand 
Reward, who stands at Hill ‘n’ 
Dale Farms in Lexington, Ky. 

Fred Hart’s Noble Maz, 
the second betting choice in 
her debut on April 21, made it 
look easy by wiring five rivals in 


a maiden special weight at six 
and a half furlongs. 

Noble Maz broke fast and 
established a two-length lead 
after a quarter mile, opened a 
four-length advantage in mid¬ 
stretch and, with Kendrick 
Carmouche throttling her 
down, coasted under the wire 
three and a half lengths in front 
of favored Vol Poni Up. The 
time was a swift 1:16.89.

AS HIGH WINDS 
DISRUPT CARDS, 
PENN NATIONAL 
BLOWS AWAY 
2008 PURSES

P owerful gales forced Penn 
National to cancel its April 
3 program after four races 
and its April 4 card after one 
race. But they didn’t stop the 
windfall. 

The two cancellations barely 
disrupted the casino-driven 
purse buildup at the GrantviUe, 
Pa., track. According to vice- 
president Chris McErlean, 
Penn National’s daily purse dis¬ 
tribution was about 24 percent 
greater than in April 2008. The 
quality seemed to show in the 
racing product. 

Run With Me ran a very 
fast 1:09.50 for six furlongs in 


winning an allowance race on 
April 16 under Vladimir Diaz. 

The 4-year-old Florida-bred 
gelding saved ground the first 
half mile, then launched a huge 
rally on the turn and blew past 
tiring leader Joanne’s Paulus, 
who had had an eight-length 
advantage after the first quarter 
mile. Run With Me finished 
nine and a half lengths bet¬ 
ter than second-place Sunshine 
Brother. 

Run With Me is by Dela¬ 
ware Township, a multiple 
Grade 1-winning sprinter who 
moved to Pennsylvania in 2008 
and now stands at Michael 
Jester’s Penn Ridge Farm in 
nearby Harrisburg. Out of 
the Katowice mare Pleasant 
Wendi, he is owned by Wachtel 
Stable, Brous Stable and Alfred 
Kowalewski and trained by 
Michael Salvaggio Jr. 

Lamp of Life, a gelded 
gray son of Street Cry (Ire), 
relished the slop and sped to 
a one and a quarter-length vic¬ 
tory in an allowance the night 
of April 22. 

Trained by Thomas Smith 
for owner Robert A. Szeyller, 
Lamp of Life sat off favored 


Entertainer until the far turn, 
then took over in the three- 
path and drew away with jockey 
Oliver Castillo, covering the 
mile and a sixteenth in 1:45.08 
and paying $8.80. 

Out of Dawn’s Flame (by 
*Grey Dawn II), Lamp of Life 
was a $125,000 weanling pur¬ 
chase by Darley Stud at the 
2004 Keeneland November 
sale. He is a half-brother to 
graded stakes winners Dawn 
of the Condor and Predawn 
Raid. 

The victory brought his life¬ 
time earnings to $64,784. He 
has finished on the board in 12 
of his 15 starts. 

On April 9, owner George 
Strawbridge Jr. and trainer Jon¬ 
athan Sheppard were rewarded 
for their patience as 5-year-old 
Elizaveta thumped seven foes 
in a six-furlong maiden special 
weight as the heavy favorite. 

The homebred daughter of 
Quiet American and Carezza 
(by Caro-Ire) sprinted to the 
lead under apprentice jockey 
Jose Vega and was never head¬ 
ed, increasing her margin to five 
lengths as she flashed under the 
wire in 1:11.37. 


She Loves Me Now, owned 
by Gonzalez’s son Daniel, 
dominated a starter allowance 
by four lengths, zipping five 
and a half furlongs in 1:04.24 
under Edwin Rivera. 

Froggy, owned by Gonzalez 
herself, capmred a five and a 
half-furlong claimer by nearly 
eight lengths, also with Rivera. 

Gonzalez is having a career 
year in 2009, propelled by mul¬ 
tiple stakes winner St John’s 
Gospel, voted Pennsylvania’s 
champion 2-year-old male of 
2008 by the Pennsylvania Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen’s Associ¬ 
ation. ^ 


Carezza was a stakes winner 
and graded stakes-placed earn¬ 
er of more than $165,000. In 
addition to Elizaveta, she is the 
dam of the unbeaten but ill- 
fated Freedom’s Daughter, 
winner of the 2002 Schuylerville 
Stakes-G2 at Saratoga before 
succumbing to colitis X less 
than a month later. Freedom’s 
Daughter also was bred by 
Strawbridge, who sold her as a 
yearling for $525,000 at Sara¬ 
toga. 

Sheppard also sent out an 
allowance-winning favorite on 
April 15, when the Normandy 
Farm homebred Promisei’U- 
behome handily defeated four 
rivals at one mile and 70 yards. 

A 5-year-old son of Came 
Home out of the Dehere mare 
Maddie’s Promise, Promise- 
i’llbehome chased pacesetter 
North Quest to the far turn, 
then swung wide and surged 
to win by a length and a half 
He was timed in 1:42.71 over a 
sloppy surface. 

Two allowance races topped 
the Saturday night card of 
April 11, both for fillies and 
mares. The first, at six fur¬ 
longs, was taken in a romp by 
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R.D. BOWMAN & SONS, INC. 


the Steve Klesaris-owned and 
trained Gia Nina, a 4-year- 
old Kentucky-bred daughter of 
Yonaguska. 

Stoutly favored in a field of 
eight, Gia Nina vied for the 
early lead, took control before 
a half mile, and drew away 
in hand for jockey Roberto 
Alvarado Jr. She was timed in 
1 : 12 . 

The second allowance, at 
a mile and 70 yards, was won 
by Michael Gilfs Vesper, a 
Pennsylvania-bred Black Tie 
Affair (Ire) fiUy trained by Lars 
Becdelamotte. 

Under Thomas Chfton, 
Vesper assumed a one and a 
half-length lead out of the gate 
and was never headed, rolling 
home by nearly three lengths in 
1:45.71. She paid $9 to win. 

When Helena Handbasket 
splashed from the starting 
gate in the April 15 opener, 
a six-furlong maiden special 
weight, she was the first horse 
to carry the silks for Team 
Valor International LLGs new 
Pennsylvania venture. 

Even though the daughter 
of Red Bullet finished fourth in 
the race. Team Valor has high 
hopes for her, as she sports 
some regal bloodlines. 

The 3-year-old filly is out of 
graded stakes winner Nappelon 
and a half-sister to 2007 Eclipse 
Award winner and Breeders’ 
Cup Distaff-Gl champion 
Ginger Punch. 

“Her Pennsylvania-bred sta¬ 
tus is why she is currently being 
campaigned in Pennsylvania, 
so that our parmers can take 
advantage of the lucrative 
state-bred incentive program,” 
said Aron Wellman, a spokes¬ 
man for Team Valor. 

After Helena Handbasket 
failed to sell at the 2007 Keene- 
land September Yearhng sale, 
Wellman said. Team Valor 
acquired her privately. Breeder 
Beth Ann Gambone remained 
a minority shareholder to cam¬ 
paign the filly in parmership 
with Team Valor, according to 
Wellman. 
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Helena Handbasket is con¬ 
ditioned by Todd Beattie, who 
began training for Team Valor 
a few years ago when the own¬ 
ership group acquired a s takes- 
winning filly then in his care. 
The filly, As tor Park, remained 
with Beattie until her retire¬ 
ment from racing last year. 

“Todd is a high-energy guy 
and a solid horseman,” said 
Wellman. “That is why Helena 
Handbasket is based at Penn 
National. . . We did not want to 
have to ship her and expose her 
to a new environment for her 
debut. Therefore, we decided 
to keep her at her home base.” 


Wellman said that Team 
Valor, headed by Barry Irwin, 
liked Helena HandbaskePs first 
outing. 

“She flashed a lot of physi¬ 
cal ability in her debut, and she 
gained a ton of educational 
experience from the run,” he 
said. “Todd likes her quite a 
lot, and if she continues to 
improve with seasoning, we feel 
as though she can be a s takes- 
caliber filly in the region.” 

The durable Pocopson 
Man closed the April 15 pro¬ 
gram by capturing the ninth 
race of his six-season career 
for owner ChurchviUe Farm 


and trainer Paul A. Catanio. 
The 8-year-old gelding drove 
through the rain and slop to 
take the six-furlong claiming 
race in 1:12.29 and ring up a 
$63.60 win mutuel. In his 57th 
start, he exceeded $150,000 in 
earnings, 

A son of T. V Alliance out 
of Iron Polly, by Iron, Pocopson 
Man was bred by Maui Meadow 
Farm and Joseph W Holman 
Jr., and named for the road on 
which Maui Meadow is located 
in Chester County, Pa. 

Pocopson Man sports an 
interesting pedigree: He is 
inbred, two-by-four, to the 


Staunchness mare La Belle 
Alhance. La BeUe Alliance is the 
dam of T. V. Alliance and the 
third dam of Iron PoUy. The 
connection to Maui Meadow 
goes back even farther-La 
Belle Alliance is a daughter of 
Apple Bomb, a Maui Meadow- 
bred by the farm’s own founda¬ 
tion stallion. Cosmic Bomb. 

T. V Alliance, 31, is pen¬ 
sioned at Maui Meadow. The 
son of T. V. Commercial won 
the Pennsylvania Fumrity in 
1980. * 


WHAT BROWN 
CAN DO AT 
CHARLES TOWN: 
WIN-WIN-WIN

R onney Brown pulled off a 
rare training feat, and the 
first of his accomplished 
career, when he sent out the 
winners of three consecutive 
races at Charles Town on April 
16. 

Perennially among the lead¬ 
ing trainers at the West Virginia 
track. Brown reached new 
heights after Lil Bit o’ Rain, 
Get Er Done George and 
Wild Money won the fourth, 
fifth and sixth races on the 
Thursday evening program. 

The first of Brown’s bold 
strokes took the fourth-race 
betting public by surprise; less 
so, the trainer. Lil Bit o’ Rain, 
an unraced 4-year-old, set off 
in the four and a half-furlong 
maiden claimer at 22-1. Jostled 
at the start and a bit slug¬ 
gish early, Lil Bit o’ Rain ral¬ 
lied under Wesley Ho, worked 


through traffic and beat eight 
others to the wire in 53.39 
seconds. 

“Ho worked the horse 
for me and told me that this 
horse would win,” Brown said. 
“However, with first-time start¬ 
ers you never know. Some of 
them bleed or have other prob¬ 
lems. Wesley gave this horse a 
great ride.” 

A 4-year-old colt by Coastal 
Storm out of Lil Bit o’ Magic 
(by Allen’s Prospect), Lil Bit o’ 
Rain was bred in Pennsylvania 
by his owners, Mr, and Mrs. 
Thomas J. McDermott. 

The affable Brown went 
back to his roots in the fifth 
race, saddling Get Er Done 
George for his father, Hubert 
R. Brown Jr. Get Er Done 
George was dropping into a 
$4,000 claiming race for the 
first time and relished the con¬ 
ditions, the favorite produc¬ 
ing a $4.60 win mutuel in a 
10-horse field. 

Get Er Done George has 
been among the most consis¬ 
tent runners at Charles Town 
the last two years, hitting the 
board in each of his last 11 
starts. He earned $34,570 in 
2008 (with only one victory) 
and has added $12,150 in five 
starts this year, boosting his 
lifetime total to $59,680. 


The dependable gelding, a 
5-year-old by Civilisation out 
of the Feel the Power mare 
Let Er Loose, was bred in West 
Virginia by Tonya McDonald. 

Brown’s hat trick was not 
without a touch of drama. 
Wild Money entered the sixth 
race, another $4,000 claimer, 
in the company of Robert L. 
Cole Jr.’s hard-hitting Husker 
Nation (the post-time favorite) 
and eight other salty sprinters. 
Wild Money sped to the lead 
under Arnaldo Bocachica and 
was dogged by Husker Nation 
through a quarter mile in :23.74 
and a half in :47.75. Husker 
Nation kept trying, but Wild 
Money had him by a length 
and three-quarters at the wire, 
finishing six and a half furlongs 
in 1:21,77, The winner paid 
$9.80. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Mrs. Ronald B. Houghton, Wild 
Money produced his eighth 
victory (fifth for Brown) from 
40 starts and hiked his earnings 
to $116,781. The 6-year-old 
gelding, by Judge T C out of 
Hey Wood Looking (by Baeder- 
wood), gave the McDermotts 
their second win in Brown’s 
extraordinary sequence. 

Born and raised on a farm 
near Frederick, Md., Brown 
milked cows and worked fields 


and also helped in a family- 
owned construction business. 
He was educated at Governor 
Thomas Johnson High School 
in Frederick on weekdays, and, 
under his father’s tutelage, at 
area race tracks on weekends: 
Charles Town, Shenandoah, 
Bowie and Laurel. 

“I really hked everything 
about the horse racing game,” 
Ronney Brown said. “I just 
loved the people, the competi¬ 
tion, the sport and the action.” 

Brown, 48, started working 
at Charles Town in 1977, taking 
what jobs he could find: ship¬ 
ping, hauling, anything. Seven 
years later, a new opportunity 
beckoned, 

“I always wanted a job that 
you could do early in the morn¬ 
ing, because I felt that most 
other jobs dragged in the after¬ 
noons,” Brown said. “So, in 
1984, I took over the training 
of my family’s horses. We didn’t 
have any expensive ones, but 
they were all hard-knockers, 

“I hke doing everything 
myself, and I enjoy staying busy 
and being involved in every 
aspect of my business. I have 
helped quite a few guys out 
when they wanted to learn the 
business, but I don’t hke to 
have any assistant trainers. I 
really hke just working with 
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the help that I have. I have 
enough good people to handle 
52 horses, and so I stay in that 
range.” 

Brown, who stables at and 
near Charles Town, has had 
up to 80 horses in his care. 
He says the change in claiming 
rule-requiring that horses rac¬ 
ing within 30 days must start 
for a claiming price 25 percent 
above that for which they're 
claimed-has hurt his business. 

“A lot of my owners hked 
the fast-paced action of the 
claiming game, and they hked 
to race their horses where they 
felt that the horse had a good 
chance of winning,” Brown 
said. ‘T hke to do that as well. 
That's why I hke to race against 
people hke Stephanie Beattie, 
[Jeff| Runco and several other 
claiming trainers around here. 
They almost always enter their 
horses in races that they think 


they have the best chance to 
win. I have been looking for 
the right owner so that I can 
take on [Robert] Cole. 

‘T don't care to run my 
horses anywhere else but 
Charles Town. This is where I 
train, and this is where I hke to 
run.” 

When Brown's horses need 
a rest, he sends them to his 
nine and a half-acre farm near 
Rippon, WVa. 

Two of his best horses have 
been Original Gold, winner of 
the 2004 and '05 West Virginia 
Cavada Breeders' Classic, and 
My Sister Pearl, a multiple 
stakes winner bred by Brown's 
father. My Sister Pearl holds 
the one and one sixteenth-mile 
track record at Charles Town. 

Successful Maryland-based 
trainer Howard Wolfendale 
unleashed two of leading 
owner Robert Cole's runners at 


Charles Town in April, with win¬ 
ning results. Halton, a 4-year- 
old colt, and Win Picture, a 
4-year-old filly, ran exceptional 
times against extremely tough 
competition. 

Halton won a non-winners- 
of-four allowance sprint with 
jockey J.D. Acosta, going four 
and one half furlongs in :51.46 
on April 4. Common Wealth 
New Era Racing's Green Suede 
Shoes, the runner-up, had won 
two of three previous starts, 
including one at Charles Town. 
Keri L. Conner's Missacity 
Luke, the third-place finisher, 
is a multiple stakes winner 
with seven victories in 10 pre¬ 
vious starts. Taylor Mountain 
Farm's stakes-winning Henry 
the Lover, who finished fourth, 
had won two of his four previ¬ 
ous allowance races. 

Halton, a chesmut colt by 
Carson City out of Turner's 


HaU (by Forest Wildcat), was 
bred in Kentucky by Eugene 
Melnyk and claimed from the 
breeder for $16,000 at Calder 
Race Course in December 
2008. His third consecutive 
2009 victory brought his earn¬ 
ings to $49,680 this year and to 
$72,092 lifetime. 

Win Picmre, a dark bay fiUy 
by Aptimde out of the Broad 
Brush mare Broad Picture, 
faced off against Samuel E. 
English's Chakce Bearer and 
four others in a $6,000 claiming 
sprint on April 9. Both horses 
entered the race off of sub¬ 
stantial class drops: Win Picmre 
recently had finished a close 
second when in for $9,500 at 
Laurel Park, and Chalice Bearer 
had been fourth for $13,000 at 
Charles Town. 

Win Picmre, the 1-5 favor¬ 
ite, got the jump on the field 
from the outside post, opened 
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a five-length lead with a half 
mile in :47.57 and thwarted 
any serious challenge thereaf¬ 
ter. Covering six and a half fur¬ 
longs in 1:19.65, Win Picmre 
reached the wire four lengths 
before second-place Chalice 
Bearer and 23 lengths before 
third-place BuUage. 

The victory was the third in 
16 starts for Win Picmre, who’s 
finished first or second in nine 
of her last 10 races (she was 


otherwise third). Win Picmre 
has won $18,550 this year and 
$64,170 overaU. 

Whereas the Win Picmre- 
Chahce Bearer exacta remrned 
a meager $4.80 for a $2 wager, 
other results proved far more 
bountiful. In the ensuing 
race, at a mile and a sixteenth, 
Fatmaninhipboots beat nine 
other 3-year-old maidens at 
43-1, triggering an $88.20 win 
mumel, a $318 exacta (with 


favorite Hodgkin), a $1,636.80 
triple (with Bungalow Babe) 
and a $4,822.80 superfecta 
(with Shocking Developmnt). 

These were not the month’s 
most lavish payouts. In the 
fourth race on April Fool’s 
Day, Tequila At Sunrise paid 
$15.60 to win and topped a $2 
superfecta worth $18,400. In 
the ninth race, the 3-year-old 
filly Wendylynn paid $36.40 
to win, topping a $8,637.20 


superfecta and a $9,212.60 pick 
four. 

The following day. My City 
won the second race at nearly 
18-1 and sparked a $431.80 
exacta, $1,253.60 trifecta and 
$6,612.20 superfecta. Now 
thafs a stimulus package. ^ 


ATLANTIC CITY: 
SHORT BUT 
SWEET WITH 
ITS 2009 MEET

A t the entrance to Atlantic 
City Race Course, the 
63-year-old race track in 
Mays Landing, N.J., a sign wel¬ 
coming patrons declares the 
track the “Home of the Caesar’s 
International Handicap.” It’s 
outdated, to say the least. 
The Caesar’s International 
Handicap, which now goes by 
its original name of the United 
Nations Handicap, is run at 
Monmouth Park and has not 
been held at Atlantic City since 
1997. 

The sign is an emblem of 
nostalgia at this old, rundown 
and historic facility, where many 
great horses passed through 
decades ago as New Jersey 
occupied its place near the 
top of the racing world. The 
race track itself is preserved 
in time because the facihty has 
been in a state of dechne since 
regular racing left 10 years ago. 
But, left for dead several times 
since then, Atlantic City is s till 


around, hosting short, boutique 
mrf meets that have become 
increasingly popular among 
fans and horsemen. Nostalgia 
is a big draw. 

The 2009 meet began on 
April 16 and ended on May 1 
with six days of racing and six 
races each day (except for the 
last, which had seven), hosted 
over three consecutive weeks 
on Thursdays and Fridays. 
This meet was no longer run 
in the dark: the track’s sig¬ 
nal was simulcast nationwide 
for the first time since 1997. 
Attendance and handle were 
higher for the fifth year in a 
row, track officials said. 

“They have a great fondness 
for this facility,” Atlantic City 
president Maureen GaUagher- 
Bugdon said on the last day of 
the meet. “It’s a taste of nos¬ 
talgia perhaps. But we did not 
see this kind of allure until five 
years ago.” GaUagher-Bugdon, 
who has worked at Atlantic 
City for more than 20 years, 
said that fans and horsemen 
have been drawn to the short 
meet by “the history of this 
race track and the charm; the 
turf course and the full fields.” 

Greenwood Racing, the 
owner of Philadelphia Park, 
owns Atlantic City, and the rac¬ 
ing office there took entries. 
Since Greenwood purchased 
the track in 2001, Atlantic City 
has been holding these short 
meets principally as a way to 


keep the track’s simulcasting 
license, which allows the facility 
to remain open year-round as 
an off-track betting location. 

But something funny hap¬ 
pened on the way to the race 
track junkyard, even surprising 
Atlantic City officials; with httie 
fanfare, and even with Atlantic 
City’s casinos about 15 miles 
away, people started showing 
up for the abbreviated meets. 

Total attendance at the 
recently concluded meet 
reached 25,673, about on par 
with the 2008 total. Nearly 
5,800 people turned out on 
April 17, the largest crowd of 
the meet. Handle from on- 
track and off-track wagering 
totaled $3,259,953, according 
to Gallagher-Bugdon. The total 
last year was $807,932, aU of 
it bet at the facility, accord¬ 
ing to the New Jersey Racing 
Commission. 

About 5,100 people attend¬ 
ed the penultimate day of the 
meet. First post was 3:30 p.m., 
and the crowd was composed 
of a large share of families and 
children. It had the feel of a 
county fair. Local students sold 
refreshments at tables set up in 
the grandstand, raising money 
for the Oakcrest High School 
marching band. 

Only the first floor of the 
grandstand is open now, and a 
trip through the clubhouse, din¬ 
ing room and former press box 
was a melancholy spin through 


Atlantic City’s racing past. In 
the vacated press box, track 
records stiU beckoned from an 
old chalkboard. From there one 
could see the expansive and fal¬ 
low barn area outside the left 
flank of the grandstand. 

The large crowd traveled 
between the paddock and the 
track apron for every race. Fans 
were packed several rows back 
from the rail. Atlantic City was 
always known for its lush green 
European-style turf course and 
it is still in a fine shape. Full 
fields of 12 were common, 
mostly starter allowances. 

There were no TVs and the 
tote board had long ago been 
turned off, and so only the call 
of announcer Keith Jones ema¬ 
nating from a handful of old 
speakers described the action. 
And so after the start, the 
crowd grew eerily quiet, but as 
the horses entered the stretch, 
and people could make out 
their saddlecloths, the crowd 
erupted, cheering loudly. 

After six days, Kate DeMasi 
earned the training title with 
three wins. Eberd Estrada, 
Dianne Jeannont, Derek Ryan 
and Howard Wolfendale fol¬ 
lowed with two. Wolfendale led 
the way with earnings after he 
sent out the 7-year-old gelding 
Hesa Big Star to win the five- 
furlong $50,000 Tony Gatto 
Dream Big Stakes on closing 
day for the second year in a 
row.

It was the first start of 2009 
for the turf sprint specialist 
a son of Hesahull and the 
Housebuster mare Starbuster 
who has now earned more than 
$300,000 for owner Granny 
Stable. There was no rust in his 
debut, eight months after his 
last race. 

Ridden by Harry Vega, Hesa 
Big Star broke sharply and 
dueled outside of two horses, 
then took command heading 
into the turn. He edged away 
from there, maintaining a com¬ 
fortable margin of a length and 
a quarter to the wire. Atticus 
Kristy, the 7-2 favorite, took 
the place spot. 

In the jockeys’ standings, 
three riders tied with four wins: 
Jose Flores, Fergal Lynch and 
Victor MoHna. Pierre Ortega 
and Kendrick Carmouche fol¬ 
lowed with three. Also of note, 
Daniel Centeno, the 37-year-old 
Venezuelan hder who has rid¬ 
den in New Jersey the last few 
years, earned his 1,000th North 
American victory. Centeno has 
won several titles at Tampa Bay 
Downs. 

Nick Santagata, a longtime 
New Jersey rider with 4,144 
career victories, according to 
Daily Form statistics, 

briefly came out of retirement 
on opening day to guide the 
We sley Ward-bred/ owned / 
trained Easy Ashley to a three- 
quarter-length victory in a five- 
furlong starter handicap. Santa¬ 
gata had retired from race-rid¬ 
ing last year, and took a job as a 
valet at the New York tracks. 
He stiU gallops horses in the 
morning. He said that Easy 
Ashley was most hkely his final 
ride. 

In recent years, the New 
Jersey Racing Commission has 
tried unsuccessfully to force 
Greenwood to extend the 
Atlantic City meet to 20 days. 
Atlantic City, under an agree¬ 
ment Greenwood hammered 
out with the commission and 
the state’s Thoroughbred horse¬ 
men last November, is not 
receiving any of the $90-mil- 
hon purse subsidy from the

Gallagher-Bugdon reiterated, 
as she has before, that Atlantic 
City is committed to hosting 
live racing for many years to 
come. She said elected officials 
must remember the race track 
in their allotment of the casino 
and purse supplements. 

Referring to the increased 
handle and attendance at the 
2009 meeting, she said, ‘‘These 
numbers are proving that peo¬ 
ple want to see racing here and 
that needs to be respected.” ^

Agent in disguise: 
Braulio Baeza

T here is only one HaU of 
Famer at Philadelphia Park. 
Brauho Bae 2 a walked his 
beat on a Tuesday afternoon 
in March; he took a phone call 
from his wife, jockey Janice 
Blake-Bae 2 a, nodded hello to a 
couple of jockey agents, shook 
hands with trainer John Servis, 
drank a cup of tea on the fifth 
floor overlooking the track. But 
Bae 2 a largely works in anonym¬ 
ity at the Bensalem, Pa., race 
track. 

Bae 2 a has a jock’s agent 
hcense and phes his new trade 
trying to help his wife carve a 
niche in the competitive rid¬ 
ing colony. Bae2a admits he’s 
no jock’s agent. He likes jock’s 
agents, he’s just miscast-too 
quiet, too polite, too reserved. 
Bae 2 a does it because it’s about 
aU he can do. 

‘‘No, it’s not really what I 
hke,” he said. “Pm just helping 
Janice out, trying to get her 
some rides.” 

It wasn’t meant to be like 
this. 

Bae 2 a began galloping horses 
in his native Panama when he 
was 6 years old. Light and free, 
he could and did gallop any¬ 
thing. Following his grand¬ 
father and father, Bae 2 a began 
riding races in 1955, when he 
was 15, and lit it up quickly, 
winning with alacrity and style. 

On a U.S. vacation in early 
1960, he was discovered. Given 
a week-long trip to Florida by a 
Panamanian owner, Bae 2 a met 
some friends of his father’s. 


including agent Camilo Marin, 
who put it bluntly. 

“Why don’t you come here 
and ride?” Marin asked Bae 2 a. 

Marin would see to it. He 
introduced Bae 2 a to a couple 
of horsemen, including Fred 
Hooper’s trainer. Chuck Parke. 
Always a j ockey, B ae 2 a had 
brought his helmet and boots 
on vacation. 

“They told [Hooper] who I 
was and how many races I won 
in Panama,” Bae 2 a said. “Mr. 
Hooper said, ‘You can tell me 
he’s the king of China. How do 
I know he can ride?’ Camilo 
asked him if he would let me 
gallop a horse the next morning. 

“I worked a filly-race tracks 
are aU the same. She bree 2 ed 
nice. I came back, and they 
asked me if I knew how fast 
I went. I said, ‘48 [seconds].’ 
They looked at the watch: 48. 
Hooper said, ‘Maybe that was 
just luck. Bree 2 e another horse 
to see if that was a fluke.’ They 
got me to go five-eighths, came 
back, and they asked the same 
question. I said, ‘A minute and 
two-fifths.’ They looked at the 
watch: a minute and one-fifth.” 

Hooper told Bae 2 a he would 
hear from him. When Bae 2 a 
returned to Panama, a cable 
was waiting. The owner had 
completed aU the paperwork 
to get Bae 2 a and his family to 
America. 

Bae 2 a arrived at Hialeah in 
the spring, then went straight to 
Keeneland, winning on the first 
horse he rode. Foolish Youth. 


“I was anxious,” Bae 2 a said. 
“I knew aU about the racing. 
In Panama, they showed the 
Triple Crown races, the big 
races, at the end of the mov¬ 
ies. I used to go to the movies 
and stay there, watch it three 
or four times just for the races, 
so you fantasi2e what it would 
be like to be in the middle, test 
yourself against the best. Lucky 
enough, I did it. I found myself 
in the middle of the big jockey 
colony.” 

And soon at the top of it. 

Bae 2 a led the nation in 
purses from 1965 to 1968 and 
in 1975. He won the Belmont 
Stakes with Sherluck in’61 (and 
again in ’63 with Chateaugay 
and ’69 with Arts and Letters), 
the Derby with Chateaugay in 
’63, Eclipse Awards in ’72 and 
’75, and the George Woolf 
Memorial Award (for exem¬ 
plary standards of personal and 
professional conduct) in 1968. 
He was inducted into the Hall 
of Fame in 1976 and retired the 
same year. In aU, he won 3,140 
races, and rode 24 champions, 
including nine in the HaU of 
Fame. But it was never the 
numbers for Bae 2 a. It was the 
horses. 

It stUl is. 

On Hooper’s frontrunning 
Kentucky Derby runner-up 
Cro 2 ier: “My first Derby, 1961,” 
Bae 2 a said. “The only problem 
with Cro 2 ier was Carry Back. 
No matter what you did. Carry 
Back would come naU him.” 


Kentucky Derby winner 
Chateaugay: “The feeling, it’s 
Uke you’re not in this world, 
you’re way up there. Something 
you’U never forget. He ran off 
a couple of days before the 
Preakness, otherwise he would 
have won the Preakness. He 
finished second and came back 
and won the Belmont. That 
would have been great, to win 
the Triple Crown. It wasn’t 
meant to be.” 

Roman Brother, 1965 Horse 
of the Year: “We won every¬ 
thing. It’s something you feel 
as soon as you start gaUoping a 
good horse; they give you that 
feeUng, and you know what you 
have. He was hke that.” 

World-record holder Dr. 
Fager, champion sprinter 
(twice), older horse, turf horse 
and Horse of the Year in 1968: 
“He was very anxious to run, 
one of those horses that didn’t 
want to see a horse alongside 
him. The only two times I 
could ever take him back and 
get him to relax, he set world 
records. He was tough in the 
morning. I never got on him 
except for the afternoon. He’d 
shake his head, get mad. He 
was fun to ride. In the New 
Hampshire Sweepstakes, they 
sent In Reahty up there and 
he [Dr. Fager] tried to savage 
him. I had to snatch him up. So 
competitive. So smooth, you 
never knew how fast you were 
going. He moved hke a Rolls 
Royce.” 

Seven-for-eight phenom 
Graustark: “I don’t know if 
Dr. Fager was the fastest horse 
I ever rode. On paper, he looks 
hke the fastest, but Graustark 
could punch a hole in the wind. 
I never asked him to run. He 
could have been the best I ever 
rode, but you can’t prove it, so 
you’ve got to say Dr. Fager.” 

Champion Buckpasser, 31 
races, 25 victories: “Buckpasser 
was the opposite of Dr. Fager- 
he was a httle on the tempera¬ 
mental side. You could hit him 
two times and he’d respond, 
but the third time, he’d prop. I 
loved riding him. As long as I 
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had something in front of him, 
I knew he’d go after them.” 

Roberto, winner of the Ben¬ 
son and Hedges Gold Cup-Gl 
at York Racecourse in England, 
who handed the great Enghsh 
runner Brigadier Gerard his 
only loss in 18 career starts: “I 
put him on the lead, and it felt 
hke I was going a two-minute 
hck. I let them come to me. I 
waited for the favorite. Briga¬ 
dier Gerard; he got within a 
half-length of me, and I said, 
‘Aaah,’ and it was over. Lester 
Piggott asked me, What kind 
of instructions did they give 
you?’ I said, ‘No instructions.’ 
I rode past the Queen. Can 
you believe a punk kid from 
Panama riding in England and 
waving to the Queen?” 

Foolish Pleasure, winner of 
the match race with the ill-fated 
Ruffian: “I was so sure I was 
going to beat her, because I was 
second to her in the Coaching 
Club American Oaks-Gl, and 
she had to work. I told [train¬ 
er] Leroy Jolley and my agent, 
Lenny [Goodman], ‘I can beat 
that filly’ You could hear [her 
leg] break, like a stick. I yelled 
to Jacinto [Vasque 2 ], ‘Hang on.’ 
There was no pleasure in it. 
There was no joy in winning 
that race.” 

At the top of his game in 
1976, and losing his long battle 
with the scales, Baeza retired 
on the spot. 

“I had been trying to retire 
for a couple of years, but we 
kept coming up with good 
horses,” he said. “I was sup¬ 
posed to ride three horses; my 
Ugh test horse was 118. I was 
reducing at night. I woke up, 
and I was 125 stripped, and I 
was tired already. I said, ‘That’s 
it.’ I was stiU riding halfway 
good, but I lost some races I 
shouldn’t have. Nobody saw it, 
but I knew it. I called the stew¬ 
ards; I called Lenny and said 
that was it.” 

Baeza didn’t do much but 
eat for a year and then began to 
get back into the industry, first 
as an assistant and then as a 
trainer. He trained for about 10 
years, won some races, stakes 


with Double Zeus and Baby 
Duck, and then lost most of 
his string when his biggest 
owner died. 

New York Racing Associa¬ 
tion’s Kenny Noe and Terry 
Meyocks offered Baeza a job in 
the jocks’ room and as assistant 
clerk of scales. Perfect. Baeza, 
father of eight, knew this was 


right. Work hard within the 
sport he knows and respects 
until he’s 70 and retire with sav¬ 
ings, benefits, a pension. 

The jockeys respected Baeza. 
Quiet, consistent and dihgent, 
Baeza was the consummate 
professional in the boiler room 
of the NYRA jocks’ room. 

Then the hammer dropped. 


In 2005, agrand jury indicted 
Baeza and clerk of scales Mario 
Sclafani for allowing five jockeys 
to hde overweight in 2004. The 
291-count indictment, initiated 
by State Attorney General (and 
future Governor) Ehot Spitzer, 
included charges of tampering 
with the outcome of a sports 
contest, scheming to defraud. 
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falsifying records, conspiracy 
and grand larceny If convict¬ 
ed, Bae 2 a and Sclafani faced a 
possible seven years in prison. 
NYRA suspended and then 
terminated both men, 

‘‘When I was subpoenaed, 
I didn’t bring a lawyer,” Baeza 


said. “The judge says, ‘You 
need a lawyer.’ I said, ‘I didn’t 
do anything wrong. Why would 
I need a lawyer?’ I was hurt. I 
put my whole heart and soul 
into what I was doing, try¬ 
ing to give something back to 
the sport. I’ve been in racing 
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my whole Hfe. I did the best 
I could, plus anything extra I 
could do. I was proud of what 
I did in racing. Then they smear 
my name like that.” 

Deemed without merit, the 
case was thrown out in Septem¬ 
ber 2007. But the damage was 
done. Baeza and Sclafani have 
sued NYRA, but Baeza doesn’t 
expect to see any money. 

He and Janice married a 
year and a half ago. 

“We were going to get mar¬ 
ried but this thing happened; 
we found out if I was found 
guilty they would have stopped 
her from riding. We had to 
explain that to her parents,” 
Baeza said. 

Brauho and Janice tried 
Charles Town, then moved to 
Philadelphia Park about a year 
ago; they are working Delaware 
Park this spring. 

On the Delaware back- 
stretch on February 12, hustling 


to hne up rides at Philadelphia 
Park, Baeza grabbed his wife 
and told her he needed to rest. 
Sweating and complaining of 
heartburn, Baeza asked for 
Mylanta, Janice took him to the 
hospital. He was in the middle 
of a heart attack. 

“They freak out on me, they 
started running, screaming, 
yelling,” Baeza said. “I’ve never 
seen people move so fast. I 
still don’t believe it was a heart 
attack.” 

Doctors performed surgery 
the next day, implanting stents 
to open heart valves. 

A month later he’d lost 12 
pounds, was constantly cold 
from blood thinners and 
exhausted by 3 in the afternoon. 
But HaU of Famer Brauho 
Baeza stiU tries to rise above 
the wrong, stiU tries booking 
mounts for Janice, still tries to 
recover what he can, a percent¬ 
age at a time, *

SWEET AUGUST MOON 
MAKES THE GRADE 
AT SANTA ANITA 



P ennsylvania-bred filly 

Sweet August Moon had 
been a star in the making 
since March of her 2-year-old 
year, when she was a big-priced 
sales juvenile. So ifs no sur¬ 
prise that the 4-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Malibu Moon continues 
to reach ever loftier plateaus. 
She rose to the rank of graded 
stakes winner in Santa Anita’s 
Las Flores Handicap-G3 on 
April 5. 

The dark bay fiUy owned by 
Legacy Ranch and Shirley 
MacPherson mrned in a gritty 
performance in the Las Flores, 
her second stakes win in suc¬ 
cession. Sent off as the 3.10-1 
second choice in the field of 
five, she chased odds-on favor¬ 
ite High Resolve before making 
her move turning into the 
stretch. Getting past the favor¬ 
ite in the final eighth of the six 
and a half furlongs, she drove 
to the finish to win by a length 
and a quarter over late-running 
Foxy Danseur. Final time was 
1:15.21 over the synthetic sur¬ 
face. 

Sweet August Moon was 
purchased by her trainer, Brian 
Koriner, for $400,000 at the 
Ocala Breeders’ Sales Com¬ 
pany’s March select 2-year-olds 
in training sale. She was the 


top-priced filly of that sale. Her 
connections were so high on 
her that when Sweet August 
Moon made her debut six 
months later, she lined up for 
the Del Mar Debutante-Gl, 
although she was never a factor 
and finished seventh of 12. 

The Santa Anita-based filly 
broke her maiden in her fourth 
attempt at 2 at five and a half 
furlongs on her home track. In 
her first start at 3, she finished 
third in the Grade 3 La Habra 
Stakes in her initial mrf try. 

Sweet August Moon made 
only three starts at 3, including 
an impressive allowance score 
at Santa Anita going seven fur¬ 
longs, before being sidehned 
with a bone chip in a knee. She 
returned in January of this year, 
and won in allowance company 
second out in February before 
taking Santa Anita’s six-furlong 
$100,000 Honest Lady Stakes 
at odds of 9.20-1 in 1:09.10. 
That race led up to the Las 
Flores. 

Sweet August Moon is a 
second-generation product 
of Anne (Mimi) Thorington’s 
Maple Leaf Farm in East Fal- 
lowfield. Pa. 

Thorington purchased Sweet 
August Moon’s second dam. 
Silent Turn, a multiple graded 


stakes winner of $527,649, at 
the 1990 Keeneland November 
Breeding Stock sale for $160,000; 
the mare was carrying her first 
foal (by Spend a Buck). 

Silent Turn (by Sdent Cal) 
produced 11 foals for Maple 
Leaf, including Sdent Academy 
(by Royal Academy) in 1999. 
Sdent Academy was a winner 
of two of 10 starts, earning 
$41,414. Sweet August Moon, 
Sdent Academy’s first foal, was 
sold by Thorington for $50,000 
at the Keeneland September 
Yearling sale. 

The second foal out of 
Sdent Academy, the More Than 
Ready gelding Tabula Rasa, was 


a $190,000 Keeneland sales 
yearling. The mare also has a 
yearling filly by Five Star Day 
whom Thorington intends to 
sell at auction this fad. 

Sweet August Moon’s dam 
and granddam are still in resi¬ 
dence at Maple Leaf Barren for 
2009 after being bred to Afleet 
Alex, Sdent Academy was sent 
to Lion Heart this season. 

Sdent Turn produced her 
final foal in 2005, a fidy by Louis 
Quator 2 e named Helen Louise. 
Now 25, Sdent Turn shares a 
field with a number of Maple 
Leaf-bred retirees Thorington 
has taken in over the years.

(above) got his first added- 
money win in the Preakness 
Stakes-Gl, setting an official 
new track record (although his 
time of l:53y5 was still a fifth 
of a second slower than the 
time caught by the Daify Racing 
Form for Secretariat in 1973) 
and dashing the dreams of a 


Triple Crown for Kentucky 
Derby-Gl winner Swale. 

Sent out by trainer Jack Van 
Berg for former sports reporter 
Kenneth Opstein, Gate Dancer 
sported a hood with ear plugs, 
a shadow roll and a burr bit to 
help keep him on a straight 
course. He had the dubious 
distinction of being the only 
horse ever disqualified in the 
Kentucky Derby, being moved 
from fourth to fifth after lug¬ 
ging in through the stretch. 

‘TVe done everything I 
know how to do with this colt,” 
said a frustrated Van Berg after 
the Derby. ‘We need two psy¬ 
chiatrists-one for me and one 
for Gate Dancer.” 

Instead, Van Berg called 
in Angel Cordero, who was 
described as willing “to do any¬ 
thing to any man’s horse to win 
a race-and can do more with 
a horse than any other jockey 
of [the] era.” It was Cordero’s 
second Preakness win. His 
first was his controversial ride

B Flashy Cahfornia invader 
Royal Orbit galloped away to 
a four-length win over dimin¬ 
utive Sword Dancer in the 
Preakness Stakes. 

Royal Orbit was trained 
by Reggie Cornell, who had 
brought the highly touted 
Silky Sullivan to the race the 
year before, only to see him 
flop. Cornell vowed to come 
back one day with a horse who 
could win it. 

Royal Orbit, a chestnut son 
of *Royal Charger bred in 
Kentucky by Louis B. Mayer, 
was owned by Mrs. HaHna 
Braunstein. In 17 starts, he 
had finished worse than third 
only once, when fourth after 
a terrible trip in the Kentucky 
Derby. 

B The extremely talented but 
often shelved Maryland-bred 
handicap horse Vertex exited 
a victory in Garden State’s 
Camden Handicap with a 


fractured sesamoid and was 
promptly retired. 

Owned by his breeder, 
Frank Piarulh, and Joseph 
Brunetti of New Jersey, Vertex 
won 17 of 25 starts, most 
notably the Pimhco Special, 
and ranked third among state- 
bred earners, with $454,274. 

Bucked shins, bruised feet, 
a wrenched knee and torn 
hoof were among the ailments 
the son of the late Maryland 
sire The Rhymer had over¬ 
come. He won five of six in 
his final year of competition, 
and in his final two starts toted 
130 pounds or more. 

B Stuart S. Janney Jr. was 
elected president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association. A member of 
The Jockey Club and former 
chairman of the Maryland 
Racing Commission, Janney 
maintained an interest in rac¬ 
ing and breeding and was a 
major force on the hunt racing 
scene. He rode to victory in 
the Maryland Hunt Cup four 
times, winning three aboard 
his own Winton. 


aboard Codex while defeating 
Genuine Risk. 

Gate Dancer did not outgrow 
his tendency to get into trouble. In 
November 1984 in the inaugural 
Breeders' Cup Classic-GI he was 
disqualified from second to third fol¬ 
lowing his epic bumping stretch duel 
with Wild Again and Slew o' Gold. 

B The previous year’s Preak¬ 
ness winner, hometown hero 
Deputed Testamony, returned 
on Maryland racing’s biggest 
stage and set a new track record 
in the mile and a sixteenth City 
of Baltimore Handicap. 

Sent off as odds-on favor¬ 
ite, Deputed Testamony was 
nearly upset, having to fight to 
the finish to defeat 6-year-old 
Maryland-bred Tim Tamber by 
a neck. 

Deputed Testamony exited the 
race with a hairline fracture of the 
coffin bone in his right forefoot and 
never raced again. His track record 
of 1:4(P/s stands to this day. 


B It was a Windfields-bred 
exacta in England’s greatest 
race, the Epsom Derby-Gl, as 
Secreto shocked odds-on choice 
El Gran Senor in a thrilling fin¬ 
ish, getting the win by a head. 
Both were sons of Northern 
Dancer foaled at E.P Taylor’s 
famed stud farm in Chesapeake 
City, Md. One month earlier, El 
Gran Senor became a classic 
winner by taking the Two Thou¬ 
sand Guineas-Gl at Newmarket. 

Sadly, Joe Thomas, cred¬ 
ited with much of Windfields 
Farm’s success, died of cancer 
two days after the Derby. 

A former newspaperman, 
Thomas was hired by Taylor as 
his racing manager in 1956. 
Thomas shifted the focus of 
Windfields to a breeding opera¬ 
tion, which went on to produce 
more than 275 stakes winners 
and 17 international champions 
by the time of his death at age 
59. 
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YEARS 
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B Jack Fisher-trained and rid¬ 
den timber superstar Saluter 
got his sixth consecutive victo¬ 
ry in the Virginia Gold Cup, 
and shattered his own course 
record by more than three sec¬ 
onds in the process. 

Ann and Henry Stern’s 
10-year-old son of Salutely 
earned his 16th stakes win and 
pushed his career earnings to 
nearly a half-million dollars, the 
vast majority earned over the 
sohd timber fences. 

B An improbable Preakness 
candidate arose when Patience 
Game scored by daylight in the 
Grade 3 Derby Trial Stakes in 
his stakes debut at Churchill 
Downs. 

Bred in Maryland by the 
late Eleanor Ross at her Ross 
Valley Farm in Sparks, Md., the 
colt survived a freak paddock 
accident as a baby when a four- 
foot-long piece of wood, spht 
from a fence, pierced his chest 
and created an exit wound near 
his withers. 


Patience Game, a son of 
Woodman, was eventually sold 
by his breeder for $250,000 
at the Keeneland September 
Yearling sale to Prince Ahmed 
Salman’s Thoroughbred Corp. 
It was the second Derby Trial 
winner bred by Ross, coming 
10 years after the victory by 
Houston, the farm’s most cele¬ 
brated runner. 

Patience Game went on to finish 
a credible fifth to Charismatic in the 
13-horse Preakness field. 

B Two-time Horse of the Year 
Cigar, the all-time leading Thor¬ 
oughbred money-earner born 
at Country Life Farm in Bel 
Air, Md., took up residence at 
the Kentucky Horse Park’s Hall 
of Champions in Lexington, 
Ky. His stud career was over 
when he proved to be infertile. 

B Pimlico was one of the final 
stops for the ever-popular Juhe 
Krone, who rode four races for 
owner Robert Meyerhoff and 
trainer Richard Small on Mary¬ 
land Spring Challenge Day in 
April, the day before she con¬ 
cluded her career at Lone Star 
Park. Her best finish was a sec¬ 
ond with Jovial Brush in the 
Star de Naskra Stakes.

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Maryland Hunt Cup 
takes its toll on six 
of the eight starters

Michele Marieschi (GB), owned and ridden by George Hundt Jn, 
and Rosbrian (Ire) (Clare MacMahon) were the only finishers. 
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inning jockey George 
Himdt Jr. never looked back as 
he and Michele Marieschi (GB) 
pounded down the stretch to 
win the 113th Maryland Hunt 
Cup on April 25. 

Just as well. He wouldn't 
have seen much anyway. 

The only competitor still 
running. Hunt Cup veteran 
Rosbrian (Ire), dropped out of 
contention late-completing 
the upset for Hunt Cup rookies 
Michele Marieschi and Hundt, 
who also owns the winner. 

Excited onlookers watched 
from the hill adjacent to the 
tailgate area, where they had 
spent the afternoon, as the 
strongest contenders dropped 
out one by one-losing the bat¬ 
tle against the highest fences 
on the timber circuit. 

Last year's winner, Askim 
(NZ), lost jockey Charlie Fen¬ 
wick III at the ninth. Western 
Fling, a close third in Mary¬ 
land's Grand National the 
weekend before, lasted until 
the 20th before falling. Pace¬ 
maker Mr Liberator lost Billy 
Meister at the 16th. Private 
Attack nearly went to the 13th 
instead of the third fence, and 
was just getting back into the 
race when he lost Billy San¬ 
toro at the 12th while trying to 
avoid Make Your Own (who 


was pulled up). Shady Valley 
parted company with Russell 
Haynes at the sixth. 

Coal Dust, the Grand Na¬ 
tional winner, didn't even get 
a chance to go down. He was 
scratched after developing a 
suspensory problem the day 
before the race. Twill Do also 
scratched from the $75,000 
timber stakes. 


The last two standing, Mi¬ 
chele Marieschi and Rosbrian, 
jumped the 21st, the water 
jump, on nearly even terms. 
The winner popped Hundt 
out of the saddle, but landed 
running. Rosbrian spent con¬ 
siderably more time in the air 
and landed two lengths down. 
Michele Marieschi made the 
advantage hold up, safely

jumping the last and hold¬ 
ing off a brief final surge from 
Rosbrian in the stretch to win 
by four and a half lengths. 

Hundt, 45, won the historic 
race on his first try and won't 
complain about the compara¬ 
tively slow time of 10:07 for 
the four miles. 

"I would have been happy 
just to finish," he said a few 
days after the race. "I was 
so focused on sticking to the 
game plan and being smart 
and not getting ahead of my¬ 
self that it didn't even register 
that I might win. It's still reg¬ 
istering." 

Hundt's plan involved not 
getting to the front before the 
20th, taking the jumps one at 
a time, and not getting caught 
up in a duel that might put too 
much pressure on his horse. 

"I figured anything can 
happen and he was doing re¬ 
ally well going into the race," 
said Hundt. "I didn't know 
how the intangibles - the big 
fences and whether I would be 
able to hold him-would work 
out. He jumped the fences 
really well and he was happy 
to gallop along behind horses 


until we needed to go to the 
front." 

The toll on the course, 
which caused no serious inju¬ 
ries, had second-place jockey 
Clare MacMahon shaking 
her head immediately after 
the race. But the visiting Irish 
jockey was also smiling. 

"I've never seen a course 
like this," she said while try¬ 
ing to catch her breath on a 
steamy day. "I've ridden the 
Grand National fences at Ain- 
tree, but this is unique. But it 
was a fantastic experience and 
I can't wait to get back next 
year. It gave me the thrill of 
my life." 

MacMahon thought she 
had the race won before that 
21st fence, which had both¬ 
ered Rosbrian in previous 
Hunt Cup efforts. 

Trained by Richard Valen¬ 
tine, Michele Marieschi 
gained ground coming to that 
fence and left with more mo¬ 
mentum, which held up over 
the final fence and through 
the stretch. Valentine said the 
12-year-old Michele Mari¬ 
eschi, named for an 18th-cen¬ 


tury Italian landscape painter, 
will now be retired. 

"This race was the goal," 
Valentine said. "He has been an 
unsound horse and it wouldn't 
be fair to bring him back. He's 
got nothing to prove." 

Valentine bought the then 
3-year-old Michele Marieschi 
at England's Tattersalls Sale 
in 2000 for George Ohrstrom's 
Whitewood Farm. The bay 
son of Alzao won once in nine 
European flat starts (including 
a second to Sakhee in 1999) be¬ 
fore Valentine picked him out 
for $43,000. 

Bred by Hugo Merry and 
Michel Stanley, the horse 
came to America as a hurdle 
prospect. He won four of his 
first five starts for Whitewood, 
but saw limited action due to 
some soundness issues and 
moved to timber (and Hundt's 
silks) in time for the 2007 sea¬ 
son. 

Running strictly in high- 
weight amateur timber races, 
Michele Marieschi won once 
in 2007 and once more in 2008. 

As Hundt improved his 
riding, he thought of giving 
the Hunt Cup a try-a fitting 



idea given the horse's previ¬ 
ous owner. Ohrstrom long 
tried to win the Hunt Cup, 
even going so far as having 
a duplicate of the tricky 21st 
built on his Virginia farm, and 
got close several times before 
his death in 2005. 

Valentine smiled at the 
irony, and of Ohrstrom's im¬ 
pact. "I like to think that Mr. 
Ohrstrom had something to 
do with this," he said. The 
trainer called the eventful race 
"a lot to take in. I just hoped 
he wasn't next. Realistically, 
you never expect to win. I 
did have a good feeling about 
the race, but how many times 
have you had a good feeling 
and it didn't work out?" 

In his first start of three this 
spring, Michele Marieschi lost 
Hundt when a loose horse 
collided with them midway 
through a highweight timber 
race at My Lady's Manor on 
April 11. 

"That [mishap] actually 
sent us to the Hunt Cup," said 
Hundt. "We only got to run 
about half a race, so we decid¬ 
ed to run in the Grand Nation¬ 
al [the next week]. He jumped 
around there so well that we 
decided to give the Hunt Cup 
a try." 

Most amateurs have to get 
away from their day jobs to 
get in shape to ride the gruel¬ 
ing Hunt Cup. Not Hundt, 
a retired bond trader at J.R 
Morgan who lives in Malvern, 
Pa., and spends his mornings 
galloping for trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard and his afternoons 
working as a stone mason. 















Hundt said it was impor¬ 
tant to stick to his plan as oth¬ 
er horses dropped out. 

"When things fell apart 
I wanted him to stay within 
himself and not take the lead/' 
he said. "I was determined to 
stay tucked in regardless of 
what was given to me." 

As for the others-Askim 
was running comfortably 
toward the back when he 
clipped the ninth fence. 

"He was where I wanted 
to be but he just got in a little 
close. The margin for error 
here is, like. .." said Fenwick, 
while bringing his hands to 
within inches of each other. 
Askim looked like the favorite 
after Coal Dust's exit and Mac- 
Mahon told Fenwick she kept 
saying to herself, "Where's 
Charlie? Where's Charlie?" as 
she continued on course. 

Riders in the Hunt Cup 
must be amateurs, but Fen¬ 
wick had a fling as a profes¬ 


sional flat jockey before re¬ 
turning to the arena where his 
family long competed. 

"Just to complete this race 
is better than any flat race," he 
said. 

MacMahon wanted to hold 
up Rosbrian a bit more as they 
went around the course, but 
he made it difficult. "He was 
jumping so well he took me 
there quicker than I wanted 
to," she said. 

Rosbrian, 14, had not made 
an NSA start since last year's 
Hunt Cup (where he finished 
fourth). He lost his rider in the 
2007 race, ran second in 2006 
and finished fourth in 2005. 

Western Fling had to get 
a few stitches after falling at 
the 20th, but trainer Kathy 
McKenna said a couple of 
days later that he was doing 
fine. 

"I couldn't believe he 
jumped all those huge fences 


so well and then fell there," 
she said. "But I thought he 
was getting tired. He was 
third-best, but sometimes 
being third-best means you 
didn't finish the race." 

McKenna said a leg infec¬ 
tion hampered Western Fling's 
training this spring, push¬ 
ing back his Hunt Cup prep 
from My Lady's Manor to the 
Grand National. She said the 
9-year-old will resume fox¬ 
hunting this fall and try for 
the Maryland Hunt Cup again 
next year. So will 10-year-old 
Coal Dust if his recovery goes 
well. 

"We'll give him the sum¬ 
mer off, then he'll do some 
hunting in the fall and go back 
into training in January with 
Tom Voss," said Coal Dust's 
co-owner Ben Griswold. 

Griswold called missing 
the Hunt Cup "a huge disap¬ 
pointment." But he wasn't the 
only one who felt that way.

Big guns ran their race 
in Grand National

Armata Stable's Coal Dust and rider Blair Wyatt flew the 17th fence en route to a close victory in the 
Grand National. Tom Voss trains the 10-year-old gelding, who was bred in Maryland by Dumbarton Farm. 


Jr* or 107 years, Maryland's 
Grand National timber race 
has stood as a key stop on the 
road to the Maryland Hunt 
Cup. But sometimes, the prep 
becomes the race. 

Coal Dust and Private At¬ 
tack reached the last fence 
on even terms, lowered their 
necks and sprinted for the fin¬ 
ish-turning a three and one- 
quarter-mile test into a Quar¬ 
ter Horse race. 

Coal Dust got the nod, pre¬ 
vailing by a neck in the $35,000 
timber stakes at Butler, Md., 
on April 18. Private Attack, 
the 2008 winner, settled for a 
game second with Western 
Fling third. Trained by Tom 
Voss for Armata Stable, the 
winner covered the distance 
in 6:22 and led the entire field 
of eight to the entry box for the 
Hunt Cup a week later. 


Proving the fickle nature of 
racing, the Hunt Cup claimed 
Coal Dust (scratched when a 
leg injury flared). Private At¬ 
tack (lost rider) and Western 
Fling (fell). Michele Marieschi 
(GB), sixth in the Grand Na¬ 
tional, picked up the win for 
owner/rider George Hundt Jr. 
to prove yet again that nothing 
can ever be taken for granted 
in racing. 

"You never know about 
tomorrow, so ride for today," 
said jockey Blair Wyatt of her 
Grand National strategy. "You 
know the Hunt Cup is next 
week and you think about it, 
but this is a race too. It mat¬ 
ters." 

At three miles and 18 
fences, the Grand National 
presents a unique challenge. 
Horses run faster than they do 
in the Hunt Cup, but must still 


jump precisely over stiff fences. 
The course crosses a drive¬ 
way, rolls over small hills, 
and boasts the longest stretch 
in steeplechasing-about six 
furlongs with five fences. The 
final run causes horses and 
jockeys to push the pace in¬ 
stinctively, and things quick¬ 
ened noticeably this time. 

Mr Liberator showed the 
way with pressure from Mi¬ 
chele Marieschi and Private 
Attack. Coal Dust stayed pa¬ 
tient and tracked that group 
while establishing position on 
the inside. Coal Dust and Pri¬ 
vate Attack linked up at the 
second-last with Coal Dust 
taking a slim lead. Private At¬ 
tack fought back at the last 
and they aimed for the finish 
as one. 

"I don't know how close it 
was, but he was right there," 


Wyatt said of the stretch run, 
while still aboard the winner. 
The margin was a neck at the 
line, but less than that at vari¬ 
ous points in deep stretch. 

Bred in Maryland by 
Dumbarton Farm, Coal Dust 
raced on the flat for trainer 
(and former jump jockey) 
Jimmy Murphy. Voss bought 
the son of Miner's Mark on 
Murphy's recommendation 
in 2002, and the big bay won 
a 3-year-old hurdle stakes that 
November. He never won an¬ 
other hurdle race, and missed 
nearly two years before re¬ 
turning in 2005 as a timber 
horse. He made one NSA start 
that year, one more in 2006, 
and broke his timber maiden 
in the Grand National's allow¬ 
ance race in 2007. He lost his 
rider at the 13th fence of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup that year, 
and returned to place second 
in the 2008 Hunt Cup. 

Big timber races were al¬ 
ways in the plans. 

"Although I've gotten to 
like hurdle racing because you 
get more action, timber is our 
ultimate goal all the time," 
said Perry Bolton, who co¬ 
owns the stable with Ben Gris¬ 
wold IV. "Maryland timber 
races. Ben and I are old friends 
and our families have partici¬ 
pated for generations. 

"It's just something we 
love." 

Other than shaky tendons. 
Coal Dust loves it as well. He 
has not made a timber start 
outside of Maryland and 
sports a record of two wins, 
two seconds and a third in 
seven NSA starts. He follows 
Armata star Welter Weight, 
who won four Grand Nation¬ 
als (1996, 1999 to 2001) and 
one Hunt Cup (1999) while 
also placing second in both 
races multiple times. 

"It's a tradition for us and 
just our favorite aspect of the 
sport," said Bolton. "We buy 
horses with this in mind, even 
if they run over hurdles first." 

Coal Dust foxhunted all 
winter to increase his fitness, 
tested his legs in the Foxhall 
team race, and defeated My 
Lady's Manor winner Incom¬ 
plete at the Elkridge-Harford 
point-to-point. A reunion with 
Wyatt, who did not ride over

jumps in 2008 while having a 
baby, completed the picture. 
She remembers Coal Dust 
from his early days at the Voss 
barn and missed out on sev¬ 
eral chances to ride him in im¬ 
portant races. 

"I was there when Coal 
Dust came as a 3-year-old 
and I helped teach him how 
to jump," said Wyatt. "IVe 
always liked him and weVe 
always gotten along well, but 
Td just miss him. Sometimes I 
had Bug River [to ride], some¬ 
times I had concussions; we Ve 
always been kind of forced to 
be separate. That was a huge 
factor, huge, in wanting to ride 
again." 

With young son James, 
born February 14, 2008, tod¬ 
dling around in the jockeys' 
tent, Wyatt talked about the 
thrill of winning her first jump 
race since 2007. She and her 
husband, Todd, have built up 
a stable of steeplechasers and 
she puts in plenty of time as 
an exercise rider. In addition, 
she foxhunted with Voss (he 
rode Coal Dust) and puts in a 
daily hike with James on her 
back. 

"About February I pan¬ 
icked," she said. "How was I 
going to get fit? But I hunted 
a lot and Todd and I have a 
few to ride now. It helps that 
Coal Dust is so easy. If he was 
strong, I might be in trouble. I 
rode a couple of flat races and 
I rode him at Elkridge-Harford 
and I felt good. Plus I go for a 
walk every day with that on 
my back." 

At that, young James 
plucked a digital recorder 
from the hands of a reporter 
and headed for the tent door. 
His mother, a winning jockey 
once again, followed.

Owned by Irv Naylor, the 
mountain and the horse are a 
good fit. Roundtop, a sponsor 
at several steeplechase meets, 
turned to its spring activities 
of paintball, ropes courses 
and other outdoor adven¬ 
tures when the snow melted. 
Patriot's Path, a timber horse, 
started winning once the ther¬ 
mometer started to climb. 


Fresh off a maiden win at 
My Lady's Manor, Patriot's 
Path (Blake Curry) roared 
through the stretch to pass 
three horses after the last fence 
and win the $15,000 Benja¬ 
min H. Murray Memorial al¬ 
lowance timber. The winner 
edged Fort Henry (Ire) (Molly 
Forlano) by a neck in 6:27.20 
for the three and a quarter 
miles, with King Lear third. 
Trained by Desmond Fogarty, 
Patriot's Path erased his first 
two timber conditions in the 
span of a week. 

Curry marveled at his 
horse's closing kick. 

"I would have been closer 
sooner but they outjumped 
him a little early on," said 
Curry. "I knew I had a lot of 
horse left, but he won the race 
with the way he sailed the last 
fence and went after those 
horses." 

Bred in Maryland by Jer¬ 
emy Gillam, Patriot's Path 
picked up his third victory in 
42 lifetime starts on the flat, 
over hurdles and over timber. 
Curry won his first race since 
2007, when he was an in-de- 
mand amateur on the circuit 
before knee injuries derailed 
his progress. A full-time insur¬ 
ance salesman when he's not 
riding, Curry appreciated the 
success and the opportunity. 

He didn't plan on riding 
in 2009, due to his work, but 


picked up a few foxhunting 
mounts and shortly thereafter 
found his name in the pro¬ 
gram. 

"I did not have any inten¬ 
tion to ride this spring because 
I've been working really hard 
and things are going well; I 
just couldn't afford to be in a 
sling," he said. "I was hunting 
with Jack Fisher, doing some 
galloping for him, and I got to 
ride Meadowlarking (a 2008 
timber winner), then I got a 
few more rides and now this. I 
love it. It's a great feeling." 

^ Now hear this: Bruce 
Fenwick did not acquire Bon 
Caddo in a trade for a piece 
of farm equipment. Got it? 
Good. 

"That makes a good story 
but that's not how it went," 
said the owner, who pur¬ 
chased the son of Bon Point 
(GB) from trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard in 2007. "I was 
there to deliver a piece of farm 
equipment and while I was 
there they told me I should 
look at some horses, so I did. 
It makes a better story to say 
he was traded for the farm 
equipment, but I got paid for 
that and they got paid for the 
horse." 

And now the horse is pay¬ 
ing Fenwick, whose Wor¬ 
thington Valley farm deals in 
tractors and Thoroughbreds. 


Bon Caddo (Patrick Wor- 
rall) plowed through the fi¬ 
nal furlong to win the $5,000 
Western Run Plate highweight 
timber race at the Grand Na¬ 
tional. The 8-year-old Ontario- 
bred edged favorite Haddix 
(Billy Santoro) by a neck with 
Little Dewey Know (James 
Stierhoff) third. Trained for 
Fenwick by Dawn Williams, 
the winner covered the three 
miles in 7:54. 

Designed as an opportuni¬ 
ty for jockeys and horses, the 
race has become a launching 
pad for quality timber horses- 
see My Lady's Manor winner 
Incomplete for one-and Bon 
Caddo could be next. Fenwick 
made the purchase with a fall¬ 
back career in mind, however. 

"I thought [top show rider] 
Joe Fargis would buy him as 
an open jumper if we didn't 
mess him up, so I wasn't in a 
hurry," said Fenwick. "They 
say it takes three years to find 
out they're no good and we're 
only two years in." 

Bon Caddo went to a Far¬ 
gis clinic, but was deemed too 
short-coupled to handle the 
big fences in the open jumper 
world. So Williams and Fen¬ 
wick went the steeplechase 
route, even though Bon Caddo 
did take part in a horse show 
at Caves Farm in Owings 
Mills, Md., a few weeks before 
the race.

Bred by former Sheppard 
client Marablue Farm, Bon 
Caddo started his 2009 racing 
season at the Howard County 
point-to-point (where he in¬ 
herited a victory when the 
horses in front of him went off 
course) on March 21. Next, he 
tackled Coal Dust and Incom¬ 
plete at Elkridge-Harford and 
settled for third behind those 
two major timber players. Bon 
Caddo exited that race with a 
bad electrolyte count, Fenwick 
said, but the problem was 
sorted out in time for the But¬ 
ler race. 

A winner at My Lady's 
Manor, Haddix stuck his head 
in front over the last but could 
not hold off the winner. Fen¬ 
wick credited his jockey's pa¬ 
tience. 


P ost time for the My La¬ 
dy's Manor timber stakes at 
Monkton, Md., on April 11: 


"He's done it enough now 
to know what to do, and you 
can really see it around here," 
said the owner. "They don't 
win around here unless they 
settle early and run the last 
part of it and that's what he 
did." 

Worrall was the regular 
pilot of 1990s timber star Von

I'm 
lucky to get on nice horses and

chase Association races and 
graduated to stakes winner 
with a powerhouse effort in 
the $30,000 Manor that sig¬ 
naled an arrival. Trainer Ann 
Stewart, Fenwick's mother, 
put the son of Press Card on 
the patient path back in 2006 
and has been rewarded with 
quality performances. 

She started the horse in 
hunter trials, moved to point- 
to-points, stepped up to the 
NSA ranks with a high weight 
timber win in 2007, and pro¬ 
gressed again with an allow¬ 
ance win in 2008. Fiis victory 
in the Manor looked like all 
the others-easy. 

Thanks to that calm warm¬ 
up, Incomplete rated near the 
back of the 10-horse field early 
and advanced to a striking po¬ 
sition at the two-mile mark. 
The 8-year-old took over be¬ 
fore the final turn, shooting 
through on the inside to get 
first run on the race's other 
major player. South Monarch. 
Incomplete rolled home to 
win by 1014 lengths in 6:18 for 
the three miles over a yielding 
turf course. South Monarch 
(Jody Petty) stayed for second 
with J. Alfred Prufrock (Con¬ 
rad Somers) third. 

Fenwick, once a regular in 
Maryland flat races, said the 
race went according to plan - 
though the inside move was a 
bonus. 

"It was exactly what I

Bred in Maryland by Ffugh 
Procopio, Incomplete raced on 
the flat for trainer Greg Wilson 
and assumed the role as work¬ 
ing class Thoroughbred. Fie 
banged out a living through 
29 starts (22 as a 3-year-old in 
2004), but won just twice and 
was sliding down the claim¬ 
ing ladder when picked up 
by Dawn Williams in 2005. A 
trainer of steeplechasers and 
show horses, Williams re¬ 
membered him from his flat 
days. She had worked with 


Incomplete's half-brothers 
Calico Sioux (who raced over 
hurdles) and Sioux Sunset (a 
show horse). First sold as a 
hunter prospect. Incomplete 
proved to be too much for that 
career and joined Stewart's 
barn as a timber prospect. 

Williams loves the finished 
product. 

"Ann put a lot of time and 
effort into him and it's really 
paid off," said Williams. "You 
have to be pretty patient to do 
it that way; it's been almost 
four years now, but look at 
him. FFe really likes what he's 
doing and you can tell that 
when you watch him run."

William M. Backer, the 
advertising genius who creat¬ 
ed the Coca-Cola slogan "It's 
the real thing," has savored 
decades of success with horses 
foaled in Maryland, raised at 
his Smitten Farm near Middle- 
burg, Va., and sent to Mary¬ 
land trainers. 


Among the finest has been 
Snit, an aptly named home¬ 
bred daughter of Fit to Fight 
who is the real thing-both on 
the race track and in the breed¬ 
ing shed. 

Snit, trained by Barclay 
Tagg, won or placed in eight 
stakes, including a victory in 
the 1997 Cotillion Handicap- 
G2, and earned $454,547. 

As a broodmare, she's 
represented by three stakes 
performers from four foals to 
race. (It may be worth noting 
that her only non-stakes run¬ 
ner did not race for Backer; 
that was her first foal, a 2003 
Silver Deputy filly named Hi 
Lili, whom Backer sold at the 
Keeneland September Year¬ 
ling sale for $240,000.) 

Blind Date (by leading 
Maryland sire Not For Love) 
became Snit's second stakes 


winner with her victory in 
the Hookedonthefeelin Stakes 
on April 18, opening day at 
Pimlico. Like her year-older 
half-sister. Sales Tax, she is 
trained at Laurel Park by 
Hamilton Smith. Sales Tax, by 
High Yield, won or placed in 
six stakes at 2 and 3, and has 
earned $142,256. 

Blind Date easily defeated 
eight Maryland-bred 3-year- 
old filly rivals with a rally¬ 
ing length and three-quarters 
score in the Hookedonthefee¬ 
lin, contested at five furlongs 
on the turf. Proven stakes win¬ 
ner Onearmedbandit, high- 
weighted at 122 pounds, six 
more than each of the others, 
made her own rally to grab 
second place, three-quarters 
of a length in front of longshot 
Next Big Nothin'. Next, in or¬ 
der of finish, were 1.9-1 favor¬ 
ite Haley's Lolipop, Matrimo¬ 
ny, Heaven's Voice, Lion in the 
Sun, Scoring Chick and Grace¬ 
ful Ginger. Final time was 
1:00.78 over a good course. 

"It was especially thrill¬ 
ing for us, because we don't 
believe five furlongs is her 
distance," commented Susie 
Dunham, who manages Back¬ 
er's Smitten Farm near Mid¬ 
dled urg, Va. "She was needing 
a race, and the instructions to 
[rider] Jeremy [Rose] were to 
'Just let her gallop.'" 

Blind Date broke her maid¬ 
en at first asking in early Sep¬ 
tember at Laurel and went to 
the post as 1.9-1 favorite in 
last year's Maryland Million 
Lassie, in which she finished a 
disappointing-and ultimately 
explainable-third. 

"She had a fever when she 
ran; she was coughing when 
she went back to her stall," ex¬ 
plained Backer. 

After returning to win an 
allowance race at Laurel on 
November 29, Blind Date 


had a five-month rest. The 
Hookedonthefeelin was her 
first start in 2009. 

Snit remains in produc¬ 
tion at Smitten Farm, where 
her 5-year-old daughter. Bit¬ 
ter Lemon (by Lemon Drop 
Kid), is also a member of 
the broodmare band. Twice 
stakes-placed and an earner 
of $140,421, Bitter Lemon has 
been pronounced in foal to 
Bluegrass Cat for 2010. 

Snit has two offspring 
waiting to make their mark on 
the track: a 2-year-old Grand 
Slam filly, as yet unnamed, 
and a yearling colt by Mine- 
shaft. She was due at the end 
of May to Malibu Moon, and 
will likely be bred back to Not 
For Love.

The Geisha Stakes-named 
for the dam of Native Dancer- 
has been a coveted prize for 
Maryland breeders since its 
first running in 1973. 

But none of them has dom¬ 
inated the race for Maryland- 
bred fillies and mares quite 
like Steve and Sue Quick. The 
Quicks sent their grand mare 
Kattegat's Pride out to win 
the 1983 edition of the Geisha, 
and their homebreds trained 
by Chris Grove have captured 







four of the last six runnings of 
the race. 

Princess Nyla, a daughter 
of Maryland-based sire Lion 
Hearted, continued the streak 
launched by Lexi Star (2007 
and 2008) when she scored 
by a hard-charging four and 
three-quarters lengths in this 
year's Geisha, on April 18, 
opening day at Pimlico. 

Given only lukewarm sup¬ 
port from the betting public, 
which installed All Smiles as 
1-2 favorite. Princess Nyla 
rallied on the outside enter¬ 
ing the stretch and showed 
the way to the wire, complet¬ 
ing the mile and a sixteenth in 
1:45.43. 

All Smiles, the 124-pound 
highweight giving six pounds 
to each of her rivals, was 
forced to settle for second. 
Church Bells finished another 
five and a quarter lengths back 
in third, and Silent Diva was 
fourth. The remaining starter. 
Silent Jet, was pulled up enter¬ 
ing the first turn. 


Princess Nyla, now 4, has 
campaigned productively 
for the Quicks and Grove for 
three seasons, and has fin¬ 
ished in the money in a dozen 
starts dating back to February 
2008, but the Geisha was her 
first stakes win. 

In 20 starts (four wins), she 
has earned $132,195. 

A second-generation per¬ 
former from the Quicks' St. 
Omer's Farm in Forest Hill, 
Md., Princess Nyla is also the 
first stakes performer for her 
18-year-old dam. Boldly Brass 
(by Marine Brass). A daughter 
of the Bold Forbes mare Bold 
Integrity, whom the Quicks 
purchased for $35,000 at the 
1986 Keeneland November 
sale. Boldly Brass was a "good 
allowance horse," according 
to Sue Quick, earning a not 
unsubstantial $98,446 before 
joining the broodmare ranks. 
She is so far represented by 
four winners from four foals 
to race. 


Boldly Brass has a 2-year- 
old filly. Dance Boldly, by 
Dance With Ravens, and a 
yearling colt by Disco Rico. 
She was barren for 2009, but is 
currently in foal to the Quicks' 
home stallion Weigelia (stand¬ 
ing in Pennsylvania). 

Meanwhile, the Quicks are 
awaiting returns from their re¬ 
cent stable stars Silmaril (win¬ 


ner of the 2004 Geisha) and 
Lexi Star. 

Silmaril is in foal to More 
Than Ready after failing to 
conceive to the cover of Gi¬ 
ant's Causeway for 2009; Lexi 
Star, retired earlier this year, is 
carrying a son or daughter by 
Tapit.

WHAT IS MHBA’S PAG? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAG solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAG? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAG WORK? 

The PAG receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent sup¬ 
porting issues as selected by a committee headed by the chair¬ 
person of the MHBA Legislative Committee. Any adminis¬ 
trative expense will be paid by the MHBA. Reports of PAG 
contributions must be filed with the State Administrative 
Board of Election Laws and are a matter of public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
GAMPAIGN GONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to a 
single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in any 
given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the PAG 
must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
GONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

—In Memoriam— 


IV^aryland lost two of its 
most esteemed retired hunts¬ 
men during the month of 
April. 

H. Arthur (Hound Dog) 
Brown, who remained a 
mainstay of the Eastern Shore 
foxhunting community until 
his late 80s, died on April 22 at 
the age of 96. 

Described by former Balti¬ 
more Sun racing writer Ross 


Peddicord as ''one of the most 
colorful figures in Maryland 
sporting history," Mr. Brown, 
also known as Brownie, was 
born in Baltimore and raised 
in Reisterstown and West¬ 
minster. He attended Carroll 
County schools, until drop¬ 
ping out in the eighth grade to 
begin working with horses. 

He began his career at 
J.W.Y. Martin's Worthington 


Farms in Glyndon, where he 
helped to guide the fortunes 
of Inshore, three-time winner 
of the Grand National timber 
stakes. 

Mr. Brown went on to work 
for Henry L. Straus, and was 
whipper-in and kennel man 
for the Carrollton Hounds. 

Following Mr. Straus's 
death in 1951, Mr. Brown be¬ 
gan his long association with 


the incomparable Wilbur Ross 
Hubbard, who for decades 
maintained a hunt at his 
2,000-acre farm in Kent County. 

Mr. Brown lived in a cot¬ 
tage near the kennel and bam, 
and for decades managed 
many aspects of the hunts. 

"He knew the Kent County 
countryside backward and 
forward," said Mr. Peddicord. 
"[Mr. Brown] also bred horses 
for foxhunting. . . he loved to 
tell stories. Everyone loved 
him." 

G. Leslie (Les) Grimes, 

89, the Green Spring Valley 
Hounds huntsman for 35 sea¬ 
sons, died on April 5. 

Mr. Grimes was "probably 
the most respected huntsman 
of his era," in the words of his 
successor, Andrew Barclay. 
"He was a legend in one of the 
hardest-riding hunt clubs in 
America." 

His easy-going, affable 
manner made him a natural 
with animals and children, 
and helped to create a remark¬ 
able legacy. 

He cut a striking fig¬ 
ure while leading a pack of 
hounds-a scene that many 
years ago was featured on bill¬ 
boards throughout the state 
promoting Maryland tourism. 

A member of the Hunts¬ 
man's Hall of Fame at the Mu¬ 
seum of Hounds and Hunting 
in Morven Park, Va., to which 
he was inducted in 2001, Mr. 
Grimes was born in Middle- 
burg, Va., and began hunting 
professionally as a whipper-in 
at the age of 18. He served in 
an Army cavalry unit during 
World War II, where his work 
involved training dogs. 

Mr. Grimes started with 
the Green Spring Hunt Club 
in 1946 and retired in 1981. 

In later years he was a pres¬ 
ence at Shawan Downs events 
and the Grand National stee¬ 
plechase. 

"He never missed a pony 
race, wherever it might be," 
said Shawan Downs executive 
director Charles Fenwick Jr. At 
Shawan Downs, Mr. Grimes 
became the inspiration for the 
G. Leslie Grimes Stick Pony 
race, for children up to age 7, 
a popular event that "last year 
drew 75 children in the rain," 
according to Mr. Fenwick. ^

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Newjerse)/ governor creates 
commission to stud)/ horse

O n March 6, New Jersey Governor Jon 
Corzine signed Executive Order 133, 
creating the Governors Commission on 
the Horse Racing Industry. The commission is to 
identify, assess, and recommend possible funding 
solutions for horse racing in New Jersey post 
2010-the last year horse racing purses in New Jersey 
will receive supplemental funding. It is the goal of 
the commission to propose to the governor and the 
legislature long-term funding solutions that will 
promote the future sustainability of the Statens horse 
racing and breeding industries. 

The commission is composed of 15 members, 
including one Thoroughbred representative and one 
Standardbred representative. In addition, the staters 
casino industry will have two seats at the table. Other 
appointees include the CEO of the New Jersey Sports 
and Exposition Authority, executive director of the 
Casino Reinvestment Development Authority, state 
treasurer, chief of the Governors Office of Economic 
Growth, and executive director of the Economic 
Development Authority. The Senate president and 
the speaker of the General Assembly each has two 
appointees: one a member of the state Senate and 
one a member of the general public. The governor 
also named the chairman, Robert Bildner, and Mayor 
Jordan Glatt. 

The full text of the Executive Order is below: 
EXECUTIVE ORDER NO, 133 
WHEREAS, horse racing has been a part of the 
fabric of New Jersey sports entertainment since 1853; 
and 

WHEREAS, the horse racing industry employs 
some 3,820 individuals, generates in excess of 
$31 million in taxes and fees annually, promotes 
approximately 176,000 acres of green space 


throughout the State and, as such, represents a 
critical economic element of the State; and 

WHEREAS, New Jersey horse racing has 
experienced a reduction in revenues due to, 
among other factors, increased competition from 
surrounding states, causing a continued decline 
in the business operations of the New Jersey horse 
racing tracks; and 

WHEREAS, since 2004, the New Jersey casino 
industry and the New Jersey horse racing industry 
have agreed to certain interim funding arrangements 
that have assisted the New Jersey horse racing tracks 
to remain competitive with tracks in neighboring 
jurisdictions; however, these stop-gap measures, 
which will expire in 2011, were not designed to 
address the long-term viability of the horse racing 
industry; and 

WHEREAS, the New Jersey casino industry is 
a vital part of the Statens economy, which has also 
recently experienced reduced revenues due to, among 
other factors, increased competition and the current 
economic recession; and 

WHEREAS, a long-term financial solution that 
appropriately balances the interests and priorities of 
the State and the casino and horse racing industries 
is required if horse racing is to thrive in the State of 
New Jersey; 

NOW, THEREEORE, I, JON S. CORZINE, 
Governor of the State of New Jersey, by virtue of the 
authority vested in me by the Constitution and by 
the Statutes of this State, do hereby ORDER and 
DIRECT: 

1. There is hereby created, pursuant to Article 
V, Section IV, paragraph 1 of the New Jersey 
Constitution, the Governors Commission on the 
Horse Racing Industry (the ^^Commission”). The 








mission of the Commission is to identify, assess, and 
recommend possible funding solutions for horse 
racing meets after 2010 and to propose long-term 
funding solutions that will promote the future 
sustained viability of the horse racing industry in 
New Jersey 

2. The Commission shall be composed of 15 
members. The following shall serve ex officio 
and may appoint a designee: the Chief Executive 
Officer of the New Jersey Sports and Exposition 
Authority, the Executive Director of the Casino 
Reinvestment Development Authority, the State 
Treasurer, the Chief of the Office of Economic 
Growth, and the Executive Director of the Economic 
Development Authority. In addition, the Governor 
shall appoint two representatives of the Casino 
Association of New Jersey, one representative of the 
Standardbred Breeders and Owners Association, 
one representative of the New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association, and two public members. 
The Commission also shall include one member of 
the Senate and one public member appointed by 
the President of the Senate; and one member of the 
General Assembly and one public member appointed 
by the Speaker of the General Assembly. Vacancies 
on the Commission shall be filled in the same 
manner as the original appointment. The members 
appointed by the Governor shall serve at the pleasure 
of the Governor and without compensation 


3. The Governor shall appoint one public member 
to serve as chair of the Commission and one member 
to serve as vice-chair of the Commission 

4. The Commission shall produce a report on the 
horse racing industry outlining its recommendations 
for maintaining the economic viability of the horse 
racing industry in the State of New Jersey, with a 
particular analysis of interim and long-term funding 
alternatives. The report shall be delivered to the 
Governor and the Legislature by no later than July 1, 
2010 

5. In furtherance of its mission, the Commission 
shall be authorized to call upon any department, 
office, division, or agency of this State to supply 

it with data and other information, personnel, 
or assistance available to such agency as the 
Commission deems necessary to discharge its 
duties under this Order. Each department, office, 
division, or agency of this State is hereby required, 
to the extent not inconsistent with law, to cooperate 
fully with the Commission and to furnish the 
Commission such assistance on as timely a basis as is 
necessary to accomplish the purposes of this Order. 
The Commission may consult with experts or other 
knowledgeable individuals in the public or private 
sector on any aspect of its mission 

6. This Order shall take effect immediately.

Walter Bindner Jr., She’sa Tough Tiger 
earned $25,200 in her second start; she’d 
finished third in her debut. She is now 
training at Churchill Downs. 

Crimson Star (Smoke Glacken—Castle 
Gardens-Ire, by Common Grounds), bred 
by W. Kenan Rand Jr. and trained by Julio 
Canani, finished second at Santa Anita in 
a seven-furlong race for 4-year-olds and 
up on April 18. She stalked the pace, an¬ 
gled out in the stretch, split horses and 
finished willingly under Rafael Bejarano. 
Crimson Star was a neck behind the win¬ 
ner, clocked in 1:23.18. 

Dumbledore (Prospect Bay — Derby 
Tie, by Black Tie Affair-Ire), owned and 
bred by Bill Thompson of Maple Lane 
Farm, finished second in a seven-furlong 
race at Keeneland for 4-year-olds and up 
on April 5. Dumbledore stalked the pace 
inside for jockey Jesus Castanon, lacked 
room leaving the turn, worked his way off 
the rail and advanced between horses, on¬ 
ly to finish a head short; the race went in 
1:23.14. Trained by Andrew McKeever, 
Dumbledore earned $6,000. 

Hubert Vester reports that Bluegrass 
Sara, who had a Dixie Union foal, is being 
bred back to Rock Hard Ten. Russian Bride 
had a colt by Jump Start on April 15; at 19, 
her future breeding prospects are uncer¬ 
tain. Into the last week of April, Vester had 
three foals on the ground, each doing 
well. 

Captain’s Crew (Proud and True — 
Yazwa, by Dayjur) was second in a five and 
a half-furlong non-winners of two for 
3-year-oIds and up at Indiana Downs on 
April 22 for Tom and Denise Walsh of 
Never Better Stables. The James Baker- 
trained Captain’s Crew chased the pace in¬ 
side, angled out and rallied three-wide on 
the turn, took the lead in deep stretch un¬ 
der Aldo Canchano and was caught just 
before the wire. He was beaten by a head 
in 1:06.20. 





Nina Ryan joins

Since I already had 
a high-strung Arabian that they had had 
the pleasure of meeting, they sold 'Scratch’ 
to me.” 

Nina since has gotten down to busi¬ 
ness. She looked up the nicking patterns 
of many sires and settled on Limehouse, to 
whom 'Scratch’ is in foal. Nina initially 
considered racing the prospective foal, but 


now sees the sales as another option. We 
wish her luck with her first venture into 
the Thoroughbred world. Our members 
welcome Nina to the NCTA and offer to 
help her in any way.

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Virginia Breeders Fund preserves 100 percent bonus 


T he Virginia Breeders Fund 
wiU once again offer the 
popular 100 percent bonus pro¬ 
gram for Virginia-bred and 
Virginia-sired horses who win 
open races at the 2009 Colonial 
Downs meet. 

In addition, Colonial Downs 
has agreed to include at least two 
Virginia-bred restricted races per 
week in the condition book. 

The 100 percent bonus pro¬ 
gram, which depleted the funds 
resources last year when more 
than $1.1 million was distributed, 
will be limited to winners in 
2009. In 2008, the 100 percent 
bonus was paid through sixth 
place, but the popularity of the 
program and a national downturn 
in the wagering that supports the 
Breeders Fund made it necessary 
to impose limits. 

“The 100 percent bonus pro¬ 
gram marks the first viable brand¬ 
ing of Virginia-bred horses,’’ said 
Glenn Petty, the Virginia Thor¬ 
oughbred Association’s executive 
director. “While we can’t afford 
to pay all the places, we wanted 
to preserve the program and the 
brand. It’s the only thing that 
has gotten folks excited about 
Virginia-breds in quite some 
time.” 

For 2009, while limited to just 
winners, the program will also 
have two caps in place. There will 
be a limit of $10,000 per award, 
and an overall cap of $500,000 
for the meet. 

“We have limited funds and 
other components of the program 
we want to preserve,” said Petty. 
“So if we wanted to preserve the 
100 percent program, we had to 
put limitations on it. In a perfect 
world, we would pay back to 
sixth, but right now we just don’t 
have the money.” 


A bill passed the Virginia 
General Assembly in February 
2009 that would direct 1 percent 
of every telephone and Internet 
wager placed in Virginia into the 
Breeders Fund. However, the bill 
that is slated to take effect on July 
1 of this year may be challenged 
by various wagering companies. In 
addition, each company licensed 
to conduct telephone and com¬ 
puter wagering in Virginia has 
existing contracts with Colonial 
Downs and the Virginia HBPA, 
and those contracts may interfere 
with the Breeders Fund provision 
taking effect. 

“I’m relatively confident that 
this issue will be resolved when 
all the ADW [advance deposit 
wagering] companies have to 
renew their licenses in January of 
2010,” said Petty, “and while their 
contribution could be as much as 
$400,000 per year to the fund, we 
are reluctant to project spending 
that money until all the lingering 
issues are resolved.” 

The 100 percent bonus pro¬ 
gram was a natural evolution 
from the 50 percent bonus pro¬ 
gram that had been conducted at 
Colonial Downs for the previous 
five years. In 2006 and 2007, 
the program paid out $240,000 
each year to the winners of the 
bonuses. 

“For 2008, we doubled the 
previous year’s amount and added 
20 percent,” Petty said. “We esti¬ 
mated that Virginia-bred and 
Virginia-sired horses would win 
$600,000 at the 2008 Colonial 
meet, and they wound up win¬ 
ning $1.1 million. Shocked is 
the word that still seems to best 
describe my reaction. 

“Honestly, I’ve made some 
bad projections in my years of 
doing this, but I’ve never missed 


one by that much,” Petty mused. 
“Frankly, it was embarrassing 
on one hand being that wrong, 
but wonderful to see all those 
Virginia-bred horses, Virginians 
and non-Virginians winning all 
that money. I guess you’d say we 
were victims of our own suc¬ 
cess.” 

Since the entire Breeders 
Fund in 2008 was slightly more 
than $1.2 million, the 100 per¬ 
cent bonus program completely 
drained the coffers leaving no 
money available for the tradi¬ 
tional year-end breeder and stal¬ 
lion awards. 

“Obviously, that was a prob¬ 
lem,” said Petty. “Our breeders 
had done exactly what we asked 
them to do, and then we sudden¬ 
ly had no money to pay year-end 
awards when the year prior we 
had over $400,000 to pay out.” 

Subsequently, the Virginia 
HBPA, which manages the purse 
account at Colonial Downs, 
agreed to make a one-time con¬ 
tribution of $200,000 to the 
Virginia Breeders Fund to pay 
2008 year-end awards. 

“I think the VHBPA under¬ 
stood the tremendous impact the 
$1.1 million had on the purses. 


the race meet and ultimately on 
the breeders, so they were will¬ 
ing to give some of that money 
back to year-round breeders who 
may not have been in a posi¬ 
tion to compete for the 100 
percent bonus during a relatively 
short Colonial Downs meet,” said 
Petty. 

“Ultimately, if we can capture 
$400,000 a year from account 
wagering, we will be able to 
fuUy fund the entire program,” 
concluded Petty. “I think the pro¬ 
gram is weU-designed and pro¬ 
vides something for everybody 
while trying to enhance the mar¬ 
ket value and earning power of 
our horses.”

Let’s go racing 


O n June 5 Colonial Downs 
begins its 40-day sum¬ 
mer meet that runs through July 
28. Racing is five days a week, 
with a 5 p.m. post on Monday 
and Tuesday, 6 p.m. on Friday, 
and 12:55 p.m. on Saturday and 
Sunday. 

Jacobs Investments, Colonials 
owner, is again sponsoring the 
Grand Slam of Grass. The series 
offers a bonus worth $5 mil¬ 
lion to the 3-year-old winner 
of four turf races: the $500,000 
Colonial Turf Cup-G2 on June 
20; $750,000 Virginia Derby-G2 
on July 18; $400,000 Secretariat 
Stakes-G1 at Arlington Park on 
August 8; and $3 million Emirates 
Airlines Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl 
on November 7 at Santa Anita. 

Colonial is also carding the 
$150,000 AU Along Stakes-G3 
for fillies and mares on June 20 
as well as the $150,000 Virginia 
Oaks-G3 for 3-year-old fillies 
on July 18. In addition there are 
12 $50,000 stakes races, with five 
restricted to Virginia-bred/sired 
horses. 

Steeplechase races run on 
alternate Sundays, including the 
$50,000 Zeke Ferguson Memorial 
Hurdle-G3 on July 12. 

The 100 percent owners’ 
bonus for Virginia-bred/sired 
horses running in open races 
returns in 2009. But this season 
the bonus applies to winners only. 
Paying it through sixth place is 
too costly in a declining economy. 
Last season the newly inaugurated 
bonus attracted about twice the 
number of Virginia-bred/sired 
horses who usually compete at 
Colonial. 

During the meet theVFlBPA 
is providing its usual services 
and benefits, some of which are 
described below. Horsemen need¬ 
ing assistance of any sort, includ¬ 
ing problems with track security.

The Reverend Marjorie 
Bevans, our VHBPA chaplain and 
a former jockey, will be at the 
track regularly for services and 
counseling. One evening a week 
she leads a Bible study session 
during supper at a local restau¬ 
rant. This year Rev. Bevans will 
have working with her an assistant 
chaplain who speaks Spanish. 

The meeting room in the 
VHBPA building is open from 5 
a.m. to 8 p.m. It has a large-screen 
TV with simulcasting, a DVD and 
card tables. Computers, printers, 
scanners and fax machines like¬ 
wise may be used by horsemen. 
For those with personal laptops 
the building is a WiFi hot spot 
for Internet access. After normal 
building hours Internet access is 
available on the outside terrace. 


The VHBPA also has a 10-pas- 
senger van for regular transpor¬ 
tation from the dormitories to 
shopping and recreation areas. 
Soccer, volleyball, basketball, 
baseball and horse shoe equip¬ 
ment are on site. 

On race days all grooms are 
eligible for $20 “best turned out” 
awards given in the paddock 
before each race.

Groom meal tickets redeem¬ 
able for lunch or dinner in the 
track kitchen are available from 
the VHBPA for daily shippers and 
backstretch residents. 

During the meet the VHBPA 
will accept applications for its 
scholarship program that provides 
grants for college, vocational 
school or other formal courses of 
study. Last year 15 $1,000 scholar¬ 
ships were awarded. To qualify an 
applicant must be: (1) a Virginia 
resident; and, (2) a race track 
or Thoroughbred horse farm 
employee, or child of the same. 
Applications are available in the 
VHBPA office and on-line at 
www.vhbpa.org. 

For interested trainers, the 
VHBPA wiE pay half the $550 
cost of large mobile containers 
that can be used for tack and 
feed storage. Delivery and lease 
arrangements are through A-Box 
Containers (804-550-9966).

During the entire eight-week 
meet, except for Virginia Derby 
day guly 18), the VHBPA has 
facilities on the fourth floor in 
the grandstand for complimenta¬ 
ry use by horsemen. On Monday, 
Tuesday and Friday we have a 
sky suite. On the weekend the 
VHBPA has two tables in the Turf 
Club. Track management requires 
appropriate attire (no jeans and 
tee shirts) at both locations. 

On a yet-to-be-scheduled 
date in July, the VHBPA wUl 
again sponsor a golf tournament 
benefiting Shannon CampbeU 
and the Disabled Jockeys’ Fund. 
Tee time is noon at the Royal 
New Kent Golf Club near the 
track. Golfers should check with 
the VHBPA for detaUs (804-966- 
1234).

Stehr way to success 


L et's talk memories of a lifetime. 
Hank and Betty Stehr have 
well-established roots on their 
230-acre farm on the outskirts 
of town, just minutes from the stabie 
gate at Charles Town, but stability 
hasn't always been a part of their 
life. 

Hank was born and raised 
in Minnesota and Betty hails 
from Colorado, where her early 
indoctrination into the four-iegged 
entity was courtesy of her parents, 
and the particular breed studied 
was Quarter Horses. 

Hank's formative lessons 
commenced with the Thoroughbred. 

Travel being a way of life for 
racing people in those days, the 
couple met and eventually married 
in Arizona. 

Despite their different 
backgrounds, hard work and 
Midwestern values reigned supreme 
in matters of the heart. 

This year, the Stehrs are 
celebrating their 54th wedding 
anniversary. 

Early in their relationship they 
hit the road, visiting race tracks 
in Arkansas, California and New 



Mexico and eventuaiiy turning 
east to Ohio, Kentucky, Maine, 
Pennsyivania and West Virginia. 

"Somewhere around 1965 at 
River Downs, i recaii acquiring my 
first trainer's iicense. i'm not reaiiy 
sure why i went down as the trainer 
of record on the program instead of 
Hank, but it feit naturai and we never 
questioned our judgment. Though 
there were very few femaie trainers 
at that time, i don't recaii any 


probiems associated with being a 
woman in a maie-dominated world," 
recalled Betty. 

Over the years. Hank and Betty 
welcomed four children: Tony, Vickie, 
Joe and Leroy; the older three are 
all now trainers on the locai circuit. 

"One of my fondest recollections 
of the kids as they grew up and 
definiteiy a sign of the economic 
period in which it occurred was at 
Scarborough Downs in the early '70s. 
To earn extra income they would 
bring horses to the paddock for the 
evening's races, making a whopping 
$1 perhustie. 

"Fortunateiy for Hank and me we 
have remained a ciose-knit family 
and don't have to subsist on just our 
memories, since Tony, Joe and Vickie 
have aii carved out a piece of the 
farm for their personai residences," 
Betty Stehr commented. 

Betty is modest about her 
training accompiishments, but a 
1973 articie from a Charies Town 
paper chronicies one of her career 
highiights. 

According to the piece in the 
Spirit of Jefferson Farmer's Advocate, 
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Stehrs continued 


Mrs. Betty J.Stehr "Startled the racing 
world with a perfect 4-for-4 record 
during the November 27 night racing 
program at Shenandoah Downs. 

And in recognition of her prowess as 
a trainer, Generai Manager Robert 
Leavitt presented her with a speciai 
memento to mark the occasion." 

Betty said she relinquished 
her training duties to Hank 
approximately 10 years ago. 

"I was ready to concentrate my 
efforts on the farm, our resurgent 
breeding operation, the West Virginia 
Thoroughbred Breeders office (she 
is an active board member and 
treasurer) and my grandchiidren." 


Betty taiked amiabiy about Siew's 
Smiie,a stakes-winning homebred 
son of Native Siew, as potentiaiiy 
being the best horse the pair has 
campaigned, and proudiy identified 
Whatacon, winner of the 2001 
West Virginia Tripie Crown Nutrition 
Breeders Ciassic, as a farm favorite. 

"Dating back to our days at Hot 
Springs, Arkansas, the breeding 
aspect of the industry has aiways 
been appeaiing to Hank and me," 
she said. 

The ups and downs experienced 
by the duo are especiaiiy heartfeit 
though, as they breed, own and 
race 100 percent of the horses in 
their care. 

Currentiy standing at the farm are 
Stritzei (by Forty Niner); Danish Goid 


(Siew o' Goid); and Admiralty Arch 
(Arch). 

As Betty explained: "We generally 
breed very few outside horses 
and the majority of the mares 
are ones we have either raised or 
campaigned. My son Joe has been 
fortunate to occasionally acquire 
some mares from John Casey 
that have attractive pedigrees to 
complement our existing band. An 
impeccably bred stallion we stood 
for years. Native Slew, now has some 
broodmares that could create a 
little excitement." 

This year Betty anticipates a 
bumper crop of foals, in the vicinity 
of 14tol8. 

"We have had a few lean years, 
but things are looking up," she 
concluded.

R ussell Road, last year's West 
Virginia-bred champion 2-year- 
old, continues to impress in his 
sophomore season, having added 
the April 18 $ 100,000 Blue and Gold 
Stakes to his impressive record. 

Owned by Mark Russell and 
bred by Robert Lloyd, the son of 
Wheaton—Roberta Grump, by 
Verification, now sports two stakes 
wins this year versus tough open 
company. 

Trained by James W. Casey, Russell 
Road briefly flirted with Triple Crown 
aspirations, but is back on familiar 
ground following a fifth-place effort 
in the Gotham Stakes. 

Russell Road's sire, Wheaton (who 
unfortunately died in 2006) was a 
half-brother to leading sire Storm 
Cat.
